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Value of Exports Maintained in January 


HE value of exports of United Kingdom goods in 

January amounted to £91:2 million, which was 

£0-9 million less than in November, but greater 
than in any other post-war month except last July. 
January, however, had 27 working days, compared 
with 26 in November and taking 26 days (excluding 
Sundays) as a normal working month, exports during 
the last nine months have been in million £ :—

The export figures include supplies for relief and 
rehabilitation in liberated areas, as well as shipments 
by N.A.A.F.I. and similar organizations for the use of 
United Kingdom forces abroad. The value of exports 
by U.N.R.R.A. included in the January total was 
£25 million, as against £3°5 million in November. 
The corresponding figures for N.A.A.F.I. were 
£1°0 million and £0°8 million respec- 
tively. Exclusive of U.N.R.R.A. and 
N.A.A.F.I., the value of exports in 
January was £87°6 million, compared with £87°8 
million in November and £86°1 million jn July. For 
manufactures only, thefigure for January (£77°3 million) 
was identical with that for November and £3°6 million 
higher than in July. 

Allowing for the rise of prices since 1938, the volume 
of exports in January is estimated provisionally at 
12 per cent. greater than in 1938, compared with 
15 per cent. in November and 20 per cent. in July. 
The volume index for the last quarter of the year, 
which was affected by the Christmas holidays, was111. 

Imports in January (£121-4 million), though £1-5 
million less than the average for the fourth quarter of 
1946, had previously only been exceeded by the 
figures for October and November. 

Re-exports (£5-1 million) were slightly less than in 
December, but were otherwise the highest since

November 1945. This was due to exceptionally large 
re-exports of wool (£1°9 million) and rubber (£1°6 
million), which together represented 
1 two-thirds of the total value. The 
Wool and quantity of rubber re-exported was 
Rubber the highest on record. Re-exports of 
wool were the highest since the outbreak of war, 
though 15 per cent. lower than in 1938. Re-exports 
by U.N.R.R.A. and N.A.A.F.I. in January amounted 
to £320,000, or rather less than half the monthly 
average (£690,000) for the fourth quarter. 

The value of retained imports in January amounted 
to £116°3 million, being £2-4 million below the average 
for the previous quarter. Food, drink and tobacco 
represented over half the total, the value (£60°8 
million) being higher than in any earlier month 
except August and October. Raw materials were 
£3°5 million and manufactures £2°3 million below 
the average for the previous quarter. Detailed 
particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports 
for January were published on March 4*. The table 
on page 323 shows the summary figures for retained 
imports and British exports. 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco in the aggregate 
were about the same as in the previous quarter, but 
there were three changes of some significance. The 
total quantity of spirits exported was the lowest on 
record, being only two-fifths of the average monthly 
export in 1938 and little more than 
half last year’s average. Exports 
to the United States were not 
reduced so much as those to other destinations. 
Exports of tobacco were rather higher, British Malaya 
taking one-third of the total. There were some 
seasonal exports of seed potatoes. 

The quantity of coal exported (182,000 tons) was 
about the same as in December, that is, only 6 per

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cent. of the pre-war figure. Shipments of brass scrap 
to Canada and the United States for refining, though 
slightly less in quantity than in November, reached the 
record value of £965,000. Exports of raw wool, etc., were 
the highest in value for ten years, substantial quantities 
being sent to many European countries as well as to the 
United States. 


Exports of Metal Goods 


Exports of metal goods (£42.1 million) just exceeded the 
record figure for November. An increase of £0°8 million 
for iron and steel was nearly balanced by reductions for 
exports of cutlery, hardware, etc., and electrical goods. 
Exports of machinery rose by £0°3 million to the record 
figure of £13-4 million, but the vehicles group (excluding 
rubber tyres and tubes) was £0°4 million lower in value. 

The tonnage of machinery exported (56,000 tons) was the 
highest since the war, and nearly the highest on record, being 
almost 50 per cent. above the 1938 average. The quantity 
of textile machinery exported (7,100 tons) was the highest 
since March 1938, exports to both Egypt and Brazil being 
much higher than previously. Exports of electrical 
machinery (5,500 tons) exceeded those in any month last 
year and were half as large again as in 1938. Boilers and 
boiler house plant (9,000 tons) were more than double last 
year’s average, being just below the record total for 
December, the high figures being due to shipments to the 
Soviet Union. The quantity of agricultural machinery 
exported (3,600 tons), though smaller than in any of the 
preceding six months owing to reduced exports of tractors, 
remained more than double the 1938 figure. 

Exports of railway rolling stock continued to be some 50 
per cent. above the pre-war figure, notwithstanding con- 
siderably smaller exports of locomotives than in the second 
half of last year. The Royal Train is included among the 
January exports, and is the reason for exports of railway 
carriages in that month exceeding those in the whole of last 
year. The number of motor cars exported (8,669) was only 
exceeded by the figures for November (9,609) and December 
(9,394) ; the 1938 figure was 3,677. Exports of commercial 
vehicles and chassis (5,189), though not quite so high as in 
October and November, were still three times the highest 
pre-war figure (for 1937). The number of pedal cycles 
exported (123,000) was the same as in the record month of 
November, being nearly double the average for 1937, the 
best pre-war year. 

Exports of iron and steel (181,000 tons) were larger than 
in any month since July and exceeded the 1938 average by 
one-eighth. Tinned plates, though only half the 1938 
average, were exported in larger quantities than in any 
month forsix years. Exports of wire and wire manufactures 
were above the average for last year, as also were exports of 
the more finished manufactures, but there were reductions 
for railway construction material and rolling mill products. 
Among non-ferrous metals aluminium and aluminium 
manufactures were exported in much larger quantities 
than in any earlier month, being more than five times the 
best pre-war year (1937). Exports of copper and brass 
manufactures did not differ greatly from last year’s average 
being respectively two and three-and-a-half times the 
1938 average. There was a reduction of one-half from last 
year’s average for exports of tin blocks, but these were 
little below the pre-war figure. 


Exports of Textiles 


Exports of textiles (£19-2 million) were, apart from 
November, the highest since the end of the war, as a result 
of high figures for all groups except apparel. 

With the exception of one month in 1946 and one in 1937 
it is necessary to go back to 1930 to find a higher value for 
exports of cotton goods than that recorded in January. The 
quantity of cotton yarns exported was the highest since the 
war but nevertheless was only one-fifth of the pre-war 
average. Shipments of cotton piece goods were seasonally 
rather above last year’s average, the reduction compared 
with 1938 being three-fifths. 

The value of woollen and worsted goods was, with the 
exception of November 1946, the highest for nearly 20 years. 
The quantity of woollen and worsted piece goods exported 
was the highest for five years and was up to the 1938 average. 
Exports of carpets were also relatively high. 

Exports of miscellaneous textiles were the highest in value 
since 1920 and exports of silk and artificial silk goods, with 
the exception of May and July 1946, were the highest on 
record. By quantity, artificial silk piece-goods exported in 
January were one-seventh greater than last year’s average, 
being nearly the highest on record and more than double 
the 1938 figure. Linen piece-goods were rather above the 
pre-war average and were the highest since 1940. 
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Exports of motor car tyres were increasing last year and 
the number exported in January (116,000) was one-sixth 
greater than the average for the fourth quarter and just 
exceeded the monthly average for the best pre-war year 
(1937). Sodium compounds have fallen away in recent 
months and the January figure was one-fifth below pre-war, 
Exports of paper, cardboard, etc., which had been increasing 
throughout last year, were in January one-fifth below the 
average for the last quarter and one-third below 1938. 


Imports of Food and Tobacco 


The value of retained imports of food, drink and tobacco 
amounted to £60°8 million, the third highest figure so far 
recorded and £3:1 million above the average for the previous 
quarter. Much the largest changes compared with that 
quarter were a rise of £4°0 million for meat and a fall of 
£3°5 million for tobacco. Increases in excess of £1 million 
were recorded for fresh fruit and vegetables, dairy produce 
and feeding stuffs for animals. 

Imports of wheat were the lowest for over a year, amount- 
ing to only 219,000 tons, or about half the pre-war figure ; 
last year’s average was 282,500 tons. 
wheat-meal and flour imported approached the pre-war 
figure but was only three-fifths of last year’s average, 
Imports of maize were the highest for over a vear, but under 
one-eighth of the normal imports before the war. Oilcake 
and meal was imported in larger quantities than for over six 
years, but was only two-thirds the 1938 average. 

The rise for meat referred to above was due to greatly 
increased supplies of beef, but there was a reduction for 
mutton and lamb. Imports of chilled and frozen meat asa 
whole were one-tenth less than before the war, but canned 
meat was imported at four times the pre-war rate and 
three-fifths above 1946. Bacon and ham continued to be 
imported at a rate little more than one-third of the pre-war 
supplies. 

Imports of shell eggs were about 75 per cent. higher than a 
year ago, and about half the pre-war average, being only 
exceeded last year by the figures for March and April. 

Imports of cocoa were seasonally high, and were half as 
much again as a year ago, or the 1938 average. Unrefined 
sugar imported in January was the lowest since October 
1945, being little more than one-fifth of the 1946 average ; 
to some extent this reduction was seasonal. Imports of 
oranges were not only seasonally high, but exceeded those in 
the corresponding month of all pre-war years except 1937. 


Imports of Materials 


Retained imports of raw materials in January amounted 
to £31°3 million, which was £3°5 million below the average 
for the preceding quarter. The reduction was very largely 
seasonal, imports of wood and timber being lower by £3°0 
million. Other large changes were a fall of £1°3 million for 
rubber, mainly due to the record re-exports already referred 
to, and an increase of £1°1 million for hides and skins. 

The reduction in timber imports was general, but for soft- 
wood was not wholly seasonal, as imports this year were 
lower than in January 1945 or 1946, whereas the general 
level of imports in the last quarter of 1946 was higher than in 
the corresponding period of either of the two preceding years. 
Imports of wood pulp exceeded those in the preceding four 
months, but there were reduced imports of newsprint. 
Imports of other descriptions of paper, cardboard, etc., 
which had been rising throughout last year, were up to the 
average for the last quarter. 

Imports of oilseeds and nuts were maintained at about the 
average for last year, but those of oils (other than petroleum) 
were rather lower owing to there being no imports of linseed 
oilin January. The quantity of crude petroleum imported 
was rather higher than the average for either 1938 or 1946, 
but there was a marked reduction in imports of refined 
petroleum to the lowest monthly total since September 1945. 
Fuel oil and diesel oil, which had been half as large again as 
in 1938, were imported at less than that rate, but there was 
some improvement in imports of motor spirit compared with 
recent months, though imports were one-tenth below the 
1946 average and only three-quarters of 1938. 

Retained imports of wool were under one-third of last 
year’s average, owing to the heavy re-exports mentioned 
above. Cotton was rather above the 1946 average and 
about three-quarters of the pre-war figure. Imports of 
flax, coming mainly from Belgium but also from Eire, were 
the highest since April 1945. 

Supplies of cattle hides were the highest since Novembet 
1945 and two-and-a-half times the 1938 average. This 
increase was offset to some extent by reduced imports of 
hide leather. Retained imports of fur skins were rather 
more than in 1938, and considerably above last year's

average. Notwithstanding the record re-exports of rubber 
the quantity retained last month did not differ greatly from 
last year’s average, and was some 70 per cent. larger than 
in 1938. 


Imports of iron ore in January amounted to 575,000 tons, 
which is slightly larger than last year’s average and nearly 


as high as the average for the record year 1937. There were 
no imports of pig ircn in January and other imports of iron 
and steel were below those of last year. Though the value 
of the machinery imported was the highest since July 1945, 
the quantity was not so large as in March or October 1946. 
Very small imports of aluminium were the principal cause of 
the reduction for non-ferrous metals as a whole. 
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Control of Radio 
Manufacture 


HE Board of Trade, in conjunction with the Ministry 
of Supply, announce that the powers of control over 
the manufacture and supply of radio-gramophones 
and wireless receivers (including television receivers) have 
been transferred to the Minister of Supply. The Board 
of Trade have made an Order, entitled the Musical Instru- 
ments and Wireless Receivers (No. 2) Order, 1947 (a), 
which deletes these articles from the Schedule of goods 
controlled under the Musical Instruments and - Wireless 
Receivers Order, 1944 (6). This Order came into force 
on February 14, 1947, on the same date as the Wireless 
Receivers and Radio-Gramophones (No. 1) Order, 1947 (c), 
made by the Minister of Supply, under which the manu- 
facture and supply of these goods are now controlled. 
The Wireless Receivers and Radio-Gramophones (No. 1) 
Order, 1947, gives power to the Minister of Supply to prevent 
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| ied conformity with the agreement affecting 
all weekly periodicals in Britain the Board 
of Trade Journal was not published on 
February 22 or March 1.

Pilot Census of Distribution 


The President of the Board of Trade announced in the 
House of Commons on February 19 that in view of the 
difficulties of the economic situation he had decided to 
postpone taking the Pilot Census of Distribution until 
next year, and the full Census until 1950. 

It is the Board’s intention to issue the schedules for the 
Pilot Census at the beginning of 1948. Certain minor 
amendments of these schedules are necessitated by the 
change of date, and copies of the revised schedules will be 
sent to the national associations mainly concerned with the 
trades and services covered by the Census of Distribution so 
that they will be aware of the kind of information which 
their members in the pilot areas will be asked to give. 


Production and Prices of 
Domestic Pottery 


HE Board of Trade announce the following changes 
in the production and price controls of domestic 
pottery. 
Production 
Licensed manufacturers who were previously restricted 
to supplying a limited number of sizes and shapes on the 
home market may now supply any number of types of 
permitted articles within certain minimum and maximum 
size limits. The purpose of this relaxation is to enable 
manufacturers to continue export runs for home consump- 
tion where this is economical, and so increase the rate of 
production. Coloured pottery will still not be available, 
since it is pointed out manufacturers may supply it only 
by direct exportation or to exporters registered or holding 
certificates under the Domestic Pottery Orders. These 
provisions are contained in the Domestic Pottery (Manu- 
facture and Supply) Order, 1947 (a). 


Price Control 
Following increases in the costs of materials and wages, 

the Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central 

Price Regulation Committee, are increasing the maximum 

prices which traders may charge for domestic pottery. 

The revised arrangements are set out in the Domestic 

Pottery (Maximum Prices) Order, 1947 (b) and the Related 

Schedule No. 1 issued under it. 

The principal modifications introduced by this Order 
are as follows :— 

1 Manufacturers’ cash maximum prices and retailers’ 
over-riding maximum prices for earthenware and 
vitrified ware are set out, item by item, in the Related 
Schedule. 

2 For unscheduled pottery manufacturers’ maximum 
prices are fixed at the October 1946 standstill price 
plus 17 per cent. in the case of china and 20 per cent. 
in the case of Jet and Rockingham teapots or earthen- 
ware teapots marked ‘ J.”’ The ‘* cost plus’ provision 
formerly prescribed for unscheduled pottery is now 
withdrawn. 

Discount and Margins 
Manufacturers’ discounts on sales of earthenware and 

vitrified ware are now fixed at 7} per cent. (instead of 

124 per cent.) to stock carrying wholesalers and 24 per 

cent. (instead of 5 per cent.) to other wholesalers. A 

cash or settlement discount of 24 per cent. must now be 

allowed by traders on all sales except those to retail 
customers. 

The same distributors’ margins are prescribed as before 
but the wholesale margins are now expressed on cost. 


Imported Pottery 

The following arrangements are made for sales of im- 
ported pottery :— 

Importer and wholesaler: landed cost plus 40 per cent. 

Importer supplying a retail customer: landed cost 

plus 60 per cent. 

Retailer: price paid to importer or wholesaler plus 

60 per cent. 

The retail ceiling prices scheduled for home-produced 
vitrified ware and group ‘‘ A” earthenware also apply 
to all distributors’ sales of imported pottery of the same 
types though not bearing the same marks. 

The new Orders come into force on March 10, 1947.

Cost-of-Living Figures 


The Ministry of Labour and National Service announce 
that at February 1 the official cost-of-living index figure 
was 103 points above the level of July 1914, as compared 
with 104 points at January 1, the fall in the index being due 
to reductions in the prices of some kinds of clothing and 
clothing materials. 

For food alone the index remained unchanged, at 68 
points above the level of July 1914. 
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Wholesale Prices in February 


HOLESALE prices in February, as measured by 

the Board of Trade index number were 0:9 per 

cent. higher than in January. This follows a 
rise of 1-0 per cent. in the’ preceding month and com- 
pares with a rise of 6-7 per cent. over the past year. It 
was due partly to a normal increase of 0-8 per cent. for 
industrial materials and manufactures and partly to an 
exceptional increase of 1-0 per cent. in food prices. Apart 
from seasonal movements, these had remained stable since 
the beginning of 1946.

Food and Tobacco : The rise of 1-0 per cent. recorded for 
the food group was due largely to an increase of nearly 22 per 
cent. in the average price of potatoes (weight of 3) as a 
result of the reduction in the subsidy on February 1. 
Canned salmon (weight of one-half) rose in price by 44 per

cent. and oranges were 3 per cent. dearer. Cereal prices 
were affected to some extent by the fuel restrictions, the 
reduced demand by brewers causing prices of English 
Gazette average and English malting barley to fall by about, 
24 and 2 per cent. respectively. The price of oats for feeding 
(weight of one-third) rose by 2} per cent. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures : The industrial 
materials index was affected mainly by the increase in price 
for home-grown timber which came into force on January 27, 
average prices in February being between 22 and 244 per 
cent. higher than in January. Other significant increases 
during the month were—raw wool 2 per cent., jute 54 per 
cent., inside copal varnish 124 per cent., white lead paint 
7 per cent., drugs 34 per cent., and coal tar products 14 per 
cent., the last four items all being in the “ chemicals and 
oils’ group.

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Record Attendance Expected for 
British Industries Fair 


LREADY 1,000 overseas buyers representing seven- 
teen countries have accepted invitations to the British 
Industries Fair which opens simultaneously in London 
and Birmingham on May 5. 
These acceptances, mostly by air mail from Western 
Juropean countries, are approximately 72 per cent. of the 
replies so far received. When the replies from more distant 
areas and those in transmission by ordinary postal methods 
are to hand it is probable that it will be found that the 
British Industries Fair of 1947 is attracting a greater number 
of buyers than ever before.

As the Fair will be held this year in May instead of 


February, it is hoped that visitors to the United Kingdom 
will be encouraged to combine business with a holiday tour 
of Britain. The Travel Association will have officers on 
duty (at the Overseas Buyers’ Club) to advise on holidays. 

A Swedish shipping company has solved the _ hotel 
accommodation problem for Scandinavian visitors. Two of 
its vessels, sailing from Gothenburg, will anchor in the 
Thames. Thus passengers will be able to visit the Fair each 
day and return to their ship each night. 

Another company has arranged to make a 10 per cent. 
rebate for the return journey on the Esbjerg-Harwich route, 
the only condition being that visitors must produce their 
British Industries Fair invitation card when booking their 
passage. (In the unlikely event of a buyer not having 
received an official invitation card, he can obtain one upon 
application to the nearest British Commercial Diplomatic 
Officer).

overseas buyer so many developments to see and to discuss 
with the manufacturer. It is at the Fair of 1947 that buyers

Sole Leather for Footwear Repair 

The recent fuel and power crisis has not only affected 
the production of sole leather for delivery in the current 
quarter, but it has made it impracticable at this juncture 
to estimate accurately what supplies will be available to be 
licensed for the April-June quarter. 

Period I (January-March) 1947: Whilst some repairers 
may have already obtained their current allocations in 
full it is unlikely that many firms will be able to do so by 
the end of the quarter on March 31. In order that all repair- 
ers may be treated alike and receive their full quota for 
Period I it has been agreed, in the exceptional circum- 
stances now prevailing, to extend facilities to licence 
holders under which they may purchase during April- 
June 1947 any supplies of leather they are unable to 
acquire by the time their Period I licences expire on 
March 31. 

Period II (April-June) 1947: Until an accurate 
estimate of production for Period II can be made it has 
been decided to issue initial licences for April-June equal 
to 33} per cent. of basic quotas (i.e. for 45 per cent. of the 
quantity of leather licensed for Period I). A further 
communication about final allocations of leather for the 
second quarter will be sent out as soon as possible. In the 
meantime every possible economy should be exercised 
in the use of leather. 





Llandudno Government Factory 
Allocation 


A 100,000 square feet Government factory at Conway 


Road, Llandudno, previously used by the Ratcliff 
Engineering Co. has now been allocated to the Inter- 
national Refrigerator Co., a subsidiary of Asso¢éiated 


Electrical Industries, Ltd. The International Refrigerator 
Co. will use the premises for the manufacture of commercial 
refrigeration and for certain engineering work to be trans- 
ferred from other factories belonging to the group. They 
will employ about 400 men in the first stage of development, 
rising to 600 men and women later.

at 9s. or less retail (or 6s. 6d. or less to another trader) is 
now cancelled. Its original purpose of allowing certain 
frozen stocks to be cleared has now been served. 


Sheets 


Bed sheets including flannelette sheets (i.e. cotton 
blankets except bump cotton blankets) become rationed 
goods and may be supplied only in exchange for clothing 
coupons. The standard coupon rates per sheet are: 

Up to 40 inches wide—not more than 60 inches long— 
1 coupon. 

Over 40 inches and up to 64 
than 108 inches long—3 coupons. 

Over 64 inches and up to 73 inches wide—not more than 
108 inches long—4 coupons. 

Over 73 inches and up to 81 inches wide—not more than 
108 inches long—6 coupons. 

Over 81 inches and up to 100 inches wide 
108 inches long—7 coupons. 

Seamed sheet (Utility Nos. 163 or 164)—4 coupons. 

Any other sheet—the rate for the cloth content. 

Other provisions are: 

(a) Loose quarter-coupons may be used for purchases 
of sheets by the public. 

(b) Sheets may be supplied coupon-free between traders 
whose names are entered on the Register of Manufacturers 
of Woven Non-Wool Cloth. 

(c) A sheet may be supplied to a retail customer at one- 
half of the standard coupon rate if sold at a price which 
does not exceed :— 

(i) in the case of a non-Utility sheet, 3s. (for a linen or 
linen and cotton union sheet) or 1s. 6d. (in the case of any 
other sheet), multiplied by the standard number of coupons 
for the sheet; or 

(ii) in the case of a Utility sheet, the sum as calculated in 
(i) above or one-half of the over-riding maximum price, 
whichever is the less. 

For sales to traders. the sums to be multiplied above are 
reduced by three-eighths if the seller is a registered trader, 
and by one-quarter if he is not. The price limit for the 
quarter-coupon rate is one-half of that for the half-coupon 
rate. The following is an example of how the Order will 
work in respect of a cotton sheet, specification No. 8, 
70 inches by 100 inches :

facturer. The sheet may be supplied for one coupon at 
prices not exceeding half of these amounts. 


Dockets 

Priority dockets for sheets will be not issued after 
February 28, but people who would have been eligible for 
dockets will in future receive coupon-equivalent  cer- 
tificates which do not carry any priority. A trader, when 
he has supplied a sheet or sheets against one of these 
certificates may bank it in his coupon banking account 
and will then be credited with the number of coupons 
stated on it. 

A member of the public who holds on or after March 1 a 
docket marked D/C may use it to purchase sheets to the 
value of 6 coupons. From March 1 dockets may not be 
passed back from traders to their suppliers. Any trader, 
however, who has accepted dockets marked D/C before or 
after March 1 may bank them as if they were coupon- 
equivalent documents worth 6 coupons each as soon as he 
has supplied sheets against them, but not before. 

A member of the public who is in possession of a docket 
not marked D/C has been unable to use it to purchase sheets 
since February 6. <A trader who has accepted an unmarked 
docket from a member of the public before February 6, 
or from another trader before March 1 and is still in 
possession of it on the latter date, cannot bank it or pass 
it to his supplier. He may, however, return it to the 
Utility Furniture Office, Kenworthy’s Hydro, Southport, 
Lancs (marking the envelope ‘‘SDR.’’), at any time before 
March 15 to be marked D/C and returned to him. These 
dockets after being marked may then be banked by the 
trader, provided that he has supplied sheets against them. 

These arrangements are to be brought into force by the 
Consumer Rationing (Sheets and Cotton Blankets) Licence 
and the Regulation of Disposal of Stocks (Amendment) 
(No. 2) Licence.

Increased Ceiling Prices for 


Oilskins 


The Board of Trade have issued the Utility Apparel 
(Oilskins) (No. 3) Directions, 1947 (*), and the Utility 
Apparel (Oilskins) (No. 4) Directions, 1947 (+)—both of 
which come into force to-day. The No. 3 Directions fix 
increased ceiling prices for all fishermen’s and other outdoor 
workers’ Utility oilskins. The No. 4 Directions fix increased 
ceiling prices for all cyclists’ Utility oilskins, other than the 
sou’wester. The ceiling prices for the sou’wester on sale 
to a retail customer have been reduced, 

These changes cover increases in manufacturers’ costs and 
also take account of the reduced margin on sale to retail 
customers.

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Disposal of Government Surplus Stores 


to the End of 1946 


ARTICULARS of the disposal of surplus Government 
Pac. up to the end of December 1946 have been 
announced by the Ministry of Supply. 

The total value of stores disposed of was £260,000,000 
in the United Kingdom and £70,000,000 
the home figure £182,000,000 represents the value of stores 
sold by the Ministry of Supply and £78,000,000 by other 
Government Departments. 

The Government’s policy in the disposal of all surplus 
stores, it is stated, particularly things like machine tools 
and plant, is to make them available to the people who will 
be able to put them to the best use and not necessarily 
to the highest bidder. 

In the cases of certain classes of goods, such as iron and 
steel, textiles, clothing and some other commodities, the 
arrangements for disposal were taken over by a disposals 
organization set up by the industry concerned. 

Some of the items made available by the Ministry of 
Supply’s disposals scheme are given below. 

Industry has been supplied with 92,000 machine tools. 

Two hundred austerity main line locomotives have been 
sold to L.N.E.R., and 300 shunting locomotives to rail 
companies and industrial organizations. 

Up to the end of the year 80,000 vehicles had been sold 
by auction, realizing £7} million. 

During last year 1,600 aircraft were sold. Nearly 1,000 
of these were light types suitable for clubs, personal use and 
small charter. 

For the home market 73,000 wrist watches and 240,000 
pocket watches were sold. 

Recoveries of platinum from the breaking down of spark- 
ing plugs recouped the Exchequer to the extent of over 
£200,000 (this was done by an organization of disabled 
ex-service men). 

Bleaching powder purchased during the war by Govern- 
ment Departments for possible use in decontamination was 
marketed principally in Scandinavia for bleaching paper. 

Six million blankets, 1,350,000 towels and 476,000 sheets 
were sold to the trade. 

Ministry of Supply Depots sorted and graded 70,000 tons 
of clothing and textiles in mixed condition during 1946. 


Vehicles 


A series of auctions, commencing with the Great Missen- 
den sale in May 1946, was planned and over 80,000 vehicles 
had been sold by auction up to the end of the year, realizing 
approximately £74 million. Twenty-six vehicle parks have 
been completely cleared and periodical sales are now to be 
conducted at intervals of approximately eight weeks at 
the following depots :— 

Glasgow. 

Edinburgh. 

Byram Hall, near Leeds. 

Kirmington, near Grimsby. 

Elstow, Beds. 

Dorchester, near Oxford. 

Winterslow, near Salisbury. 

There has been a ready market for special types of 
Service vehicles such as Amphibians, artillery tractors, 
Bren gun carriers, tank transporters, jeeps and ambulances, 
together with the more normal type of general service truck 
of varying carrying capacity. 

In addition to the auctions, regulated schemes were in 
operation for the greater portion of the year. The grand 
total of vehicles, including motor cycles, disposed of by all 
methods amounts to approximately 195,000. 

Approximately 100,000 pedal cycles, mostly of the heavy 
Service pattern, have been disposed of, and a further 
75,000 are now available for disposal. The method of dis- 
posal is mostly by tender, but some quantities will be 
included in the vehicle auctions. 

As regards the future, a great deal depends on the rate 
at which surplus vehicles are handed over by the Services, 
but it is estimated that some 100,000 to 150,000 vehicles 
will be disposed of during 1947. 

By the end of the year distribution of the bulk of civilian 
consumer goods had been completed but an appreciable 
volume still remains... The value of trade sales totalled 
£20 million. 

Textile piece-goods represented the most valuable store 
distributed. The yardage dealt with was: cottons, 
834 million; linens, 27} million; woollens, 16 million ; 
silks, rayons and nylons, 9} million; and heavy canvas, 


overseas. Of 


224 million; making a total of 158} million yards. At 
the end of the year stocks of surplus piece-goods still held 
were small and disposals should shortly be completed. 
Since the decision taken at the end of June to sell Govern. 
ment marked clothing coupon free (mostly Service type) a 


considerable quantity of clothing has been sold for retail | 


distribution. 1,950,000 (350,000 new) outer garments, 
2,400,000 items of new underwear, 24 million pairs of socks 
and stockings (mainly socks) and 3,700,000 items of pro- 
tective clothing have already been sold. In addition, 
13 million outer garments, 24 million under garments, 
and 200,000 overalls have been reconditioned and issued 
to the War Office for use by prisoners of war. 570,000 
outer garments have been supplied to the Control Commis- 
sion for Germany, and more are being made available. 
Other large items of textiles sold to the trade during 1946 


were blankets, 6 million ; towels, 1,350,000 ; sheets, 476,000; | 


sandbags, 200 million; ropes and cordage, 4,500 tons. 
100,000 canopies of nylon, silk, cotton and rayon from large. 
size parachutes were sold to garment manufacturers or as 
linings to clothiers. 

Among the general stores dealt with during the year 
have been nearly 8 million hand tools and 1,300,000 gallons 
of paint, sold after screening by the Ministry of Works 
against the possible requirements of the housing programme. 

It is estimated that, in terms of value, two-thirds of the 
job has been done and that, of the remaining one-third 
about half of the surpluses have already been declared to 
the Ministry of Supply. 

The problem of disposal of surplus stores is not confined 
to this country. Overseas the general procedure has been 
that certain stores in short supply are either backloaded 
or are referred to the United Kingdom for allocation. 
U.N.R.R.A., Allied Governments, British manufacturing 
and trading interests, and local Governments have been 
given every practicable degree of priority. Sale then pro- 
ceeds in the ordinary way. The great bulk of stores can 
be, and are, disposed of for consumption in the areas in 
which they are lying. Bulk deals with local Governments 
have been completed in several theatres and it is likely 
that this method will be extended as opportunity reasonably 
offers. 


Surplus Generating Sets 


HE fuel emergency caused a sudden demand for 

generating sets from manufacturers who desire to 

generate their own current. The sets most in demand 
are those of substantial capacity and of the Diesel driven 
A.C. 3 phase 50 cycle type. Although surplus Government 
stocks have mainly consisted of smaller capacity sets un- 
suited for use in large factories, large numbers have been 
sold and put to good use, often through the ingenuity of 
users. 

More than 3,500 generators and 300 alternators have been 
sold during February and numerous applications are being 
dealt with. 

Selling centres have been established at three depots 
(Hinton-in-the-Hedges, Banbury ; Ashchurch, Glos; and 
Taunton), where purchasers may inspect and buy on the 
spot and take immediate delivery. These centres will only 
remain open for a limited time as the useful stock is being 
disposed of rapidly. 

Regional Assistant Directors of Disposals whose addresses 
and telephone numbers, if not known, may be obtained on 
application to the Ministry of Supply, Directorate of 
Disposals, D.(Reg. 1), Room 3050, Thames House South, 
Millbank, S.W.1. (Telephone: Franklin 2211, Ext. 1067), 
have been allocated blocks of generators for local sale and 
purchasers requiring small capacity sets should seek to meet 
their requirements from this source. 

If it is not possible to obtain sets from the selling centres 
or the Regional Officers, applications should be addressed 
to the Ministry of Supply, Directorate of Disposals, D. 
(R.E.), Great Westminster House, Horseferry Road, 
London, 8.W.1, giving full technical details. Every effort 
will then be made to direct the applicant’s attention to a 
suitable set, but it will not be possible to meet all applica- 
tions because of the limited size and nature of the available 
stocks.

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Bridging and Trestle Pier Equipment 


ARIOUS forms of bridging equipment were evolved 

during the war for military use for the transport of 

all types of traffic, from foot and road traffic to 
standard gauge railway and 70-ton armoured tanks. 

Some of the foot and road traffic was carried by means of 
“floating ’’ bridges. These are formed of either timber- 
framed canvas covered boats (folding boat) capable of carry- 
ing 20 men (standing), supporting steel and timber roadway, 
or by pontoons (§ inch thick plywood skin on steel and 
timber frame), also supporting steel and timber roadway or 
Bailey bridging where longer individual spans are required. 

There is a large quantity of this bridging equipment 
available for disposal which can be built up suitably to many 
requirements of varying spans and loads. 

A quantity of short span (17 ft., 27 ft., 31 ft., and 35 ft.) 
single track railway bridging is also available. This is 
designed to B.S.U.20 for standard gauge. 

All bridging equipment is easily transported and erected. 

Trestle Pier equipment also is available for disposal. 
It was produced to provide efficient, easily transportable 
and erected piers to form intermediate supports for road and 
railway bridging. It was also used for building piers, pier 
heads and jetties, and for harbour wall replacement work. 
Piers can be built up to approximately 100 ft. high by means 
of the interchangeable column units and bracing. The 
column units are braced double R.S. channels or box 
section steel plate of varying lengths to allow of easy 
build-up to suit the required height. The feet of the 
column units can be provided with fixed bases or ‘ knuckle”’ 
jointed bases to bear direct upon the river or sea bed. 
Adjustment for height (0 to 2 feet) is made by means of a 


capstan head and screw which are accommodated in the 
column units. The decking of the piers is of pressed 
steel ‘‘ dished ’’ units capable of carrying Class 40 (Military 
loading), which is equivalent to a 40-ton tracked vehicle.

Gas-Producing Plant 


Several gas-producer plants, installed to meet war-time 
emergencies, have recently been sold to the gas industry, 
and one, a blue water gas plant with an output of eight 
million cubic feet per day, is in course of being sold to 
augment the nation’s output of gas next winter. This 
plant is large enough to supply the needs of a town the 
size of Oxford or Blackpool. 

Other plants are being sold to gas consumers for supplying 
furnaces, stills, and chemical processes, etc. 

Gas-producers, having outputs from 15,000 cu.ft. per hour 
to 150,000 cu.ft. per hour, are still available, and parti- 
culars can be obtained from the Ministry of Supply, Direc- 
torate of Disposals, D. (M.1), Room 531, Great Westminster 
House, Horseferry Road, London, S.W.1.

THURSDAY FEBRUARY 13 


Imports of Tobacco 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
said the value of imports of tobacco was £18-5 million in 
1936 and £65-6 millions in 1946. The principal sources 
were given in the following table :—

Partial Census of Production 


The President said he fully appreciated the difficulties 
some firms might have in completing the questionnaires 
issued in connection with the Partial Census of Production 
for 1946, but of the 1,500 entries on the form only a propor- 
tion would need to be answered by any one firm. If firms 
had not maintained records in a form which enabled them 
to provide answers to questions without involving them in 
an inordinate amount of trouble, they should complete 
the form to the best of their ability, making estimates where 
necessary. When returning the forms to the Census of 
Production Office they should explain the position, and the 
missing details would not then be pressed for. The date 
by which the form must be completed had been extended 
by one month, as announced on January 21 in the debate 
on the Statistics of Trade Bill. 


MONDAY FEBRUARY 17 


Imported Steel Duty 


Asked if he would take immediate steps to abolish the 
import duty on steel imported from Belgium, not on public 
account, but by private companies who have been autho- 
rized to acquire the material by his department, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Belcher, 
replied: No, sir. The Minister of Supply was importing 
on public account supplies that were essential, and we 
could see no sufficient reason to recommend remission of 
duty for other supplies that his Department authorized to 
be imported privately. 


Survey of Raw Materials 


Mr. Belcher stated that a general survey of the raw 
materials position was published in the Board of Trade 
Journal from time to time. An up-to-date survey would be 
published as soon as circumstances permitted. 


THURSDAY FEBRUARY 20 


Imports from Colonies 


Asked on what grounds the import was refused of such 
articles as shoes and gameskin bags manufactured in the 
Colonies, the President replied that imports from the 
Colonies had in general been limited to essentials in order 
to protect our balance of payments position. Licences 
had therefore been refused for gameskin bags, but he 
would be quite prepared to consider on their merits any 
applications for licences to import suitable footwear. 


Auction and Tender Control Order 


The President was asked the object of maintaining in force 
the provision under the Auction and Tender Control Orders 


which forbade a person to have any of his goods sold by auc- 
tion if he had had cause to allow to be sold by auction other 
goods, being goods to which these Orders applied during 
the six months immediately preceding the date of the 
declaration which had to be made prior to any auction; 
and whether he would review this provision with a view 
to its abolition in the near future. 

He replied that the object of the provision was to ensure 
that advantage was not taken of auction facilities to carry 
on a business of selling goods without complying with 
Price Control Regulations, which could not conveniently 
be applied to auctions. In bona fide cases of disposal of 
personal effects for which auctions were primarily designed, 
exemption from the six months requirement was freely 
given by licence. He said he was satisfied that the provi- 
sions were still necessary and the answer to the second 
part of the question was accordingly in the negative. 


Softwood Supplies and Prices 


The President said he hoped to make a statement on the 
softwood supply position in the course of the next few weeks 
when the negotiations of the Timber Control missions in 
North America had been completed. 

He gave the following details of contracts made with 
softwood exporting countries, pointing out that the out- 
standing balances of contracts with European countries 
at this particular juncture were relatively small, pending 
negotiations for the 1947 season which were due to take 
place next month with both Sweden and Finland.

Imports of Used Cars from Eire 


The President stated that during 1946, one new and 47 
used motor cars were imported into the United Kingdom 
from Hire. 


Second-hand Book Prices 


The President said that he was aware that the prices of 
second-hand books were high, but it had not been found 
possible to make them subject to price control. 

Book publishers were at present allocated 90 per cent. 
of their pre-war consumption of paper; in addition, there 
was a special, though limited, reserve from which allocations 
were made for important books for which paper would not 
otherwise be available. While there was a shortage of 
educational books, this was due, in general, to a shortage 
of printing and binding capacity rather than to lack of 
paper. 


Labour for Utility Clothing 


The President said that the labour force engaged in the 
production of utility clothing was in general adequate, 
having regard to the limited supplies of utility cloth and 
linings available. The relative proportion of utility and 
non-utility cloth was planned at the production stage and 
the results of the planning were checked at frequent inter- 
vals. The distribution of both utility and non-utility cloth 
to the makers-up was left to the trade who supplied it 
against coupons. 
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Leipzig Fair 

Asked why His Majesty’s Government had declined the 
offer of the Soviet Government to participate in the Leipzig 
fair, the President replied that in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Ramsden Committee, official participa- 
tion at trade fairs overseas was now undertaken only in 
exceptional circumstances and there had been no such 
participation since the Committee’s report was laid before 
Parliament last March. So far as commercial participation 
was concerned, we had only recently learnt that the Leipzig 
Fair was to be open this year to firms from outside Ger- 
many and as the opening date was March 4, it would scarcely 
have been possible for firms in this country to organize 
exhibits in time. 


Export of Confectionery 

Asked whether the list of countries to which chocolate 
and sugar confectionery was permitted for export during 
the first six months of 1947 contained dollar paying coun- 
tries, the President replied that it did not, but the matter 
was being reviewed. 


Imports of Leather Shoes 

The President stated that the value of imports of women’s 
leather shoes from the United States and Canada during 
1947 was not expected to exceed £130,000 or approximately 
520,000 dollars. A reasonable average price had been agreed 
with both countries for the bulk of these shoes, although 
a small proportion would be admitted without any restric- 
tion in order that the best of style and design may be avail- 
able to stimulate our production. These imports did not 
prejudice our purchases of hides and leather, additional 
quantities of which were also being imported so as to 
increase our leather supplies as far as possible. 


Exports and Imports of Belgium and Congo 

The President stated that total exports to Belgium in 
1946 amounted to £30,579,000, including £3,654,000 in 
respect of re-exports, and imports from Belgium to 
£14,702,000. 

Total exports to the Belgian Congo in 1946 amounted 
to £2,962,000, including £2,000 in respect of re-exports, 
and imports from the Belgian Congo to £10,500,000. 


Timber Prices 

Asked on what basis the recent increased prices of timber 
in the round were calculated; and what factors were 
taken into account, the President replied that since the 
previous prices were fixed seven years ago, the prices of 
other materials had risen substantially as had the costs of 
maintenance of woods and of replanting. In the absence 
of detailed costings, the matter had to be dealt with on broad 
lines and an increase of 25 per cent. was considered to be 
fair. 


Sites for New Factories 

Asked whether all of the 2,066 new factories announced 
had recently been, are being, or will be constructed had 
had their sites approved by the Minister of Town and 
Country Planning, Mr. Belcher said that the Ministry of 
Town and Country Planning, or, in the case of projects 
in Scotland, the Scottish Office, were consulted before 
location approval was given to industrial projects. The 
granting of planning consent in respect of the actual site was 
a matter for the Local Planning Authority. 


Imports of Pineapples 

Total imports of pineapples in 1946 amounted to £153,000, 
of which all but £1,000 came from the Azores, stated the 
President. 


Bottles 

The President stated that 301,200 gross of empty bottles 
were ordered by Government Departments during 1946. 
No comparable figures for 1938 were available. 


Production of Tyres 

It was stated that the production of tyres had not been 
restricted by the supplies of raw rubber but by other 
factors, such as skilled labour and production capacity. 


Rationing Offences 

Asked how many anonymous letters were, on average, 
received each month by his department about rationing 
offences being committed by named individuals ; and what 
action his department took over such anonymous communi- 
cations, the President replied that about 200 such letters 
were received each month and where they appear to be of 
substance the allegations were investigated. 


FRIDAY FEBRUARY 21

MONDAY FEBRUARY 24 
Auctions of Surplus Government Stores 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. John Wilmot, stated that 
forthcoming auctions of Government surplus stores were 
advertised weekly in the Board of Trade Journal, in London, 
provincial and local newspapers and in appropriate trade 
journals. In addition, press notices were issued and posters 
exhibited giving the name and address of the auctioneer 
from whom detailed catalogues could be obtained. Local 


Chambers of Commerce were also notified of sales in their 
areas. 


Disposal of United States Stores 

Asked to state the estimated value of the stores left in 
this country by the United States forces at the conclusion 
of hostilities ; and how these stores were to be disposed of, 
Mr. Wilmot replied that payment for these stores was made 
as part of a wider settlement covering Lend Lease, Recip- 
rocal Aid and other claims, published on December 6, 
1945 (Cmd. 6708), and no separate estimate of their value 
was available. The stores were disposed of in the same way 
as our own surpluses, namely to meet Government and other 
priority needs, by sale through the trade, by tender, or by 
public auction. 


Inspection of Goods from Japan 

Mr. Belcher said it was not possible at present for British 
firms to inspect British Government purchases in Japan 
before shipment, since no foreign traders had been allowed 
to enter Japan since the surrender. The Board of Trade, 
to whom British Government purchases from Japan were 
consigned, would appoint British firms to inspect the goods 
on arrival where necessary. 


TUESDAY FEBRUARY 25 


Export of Agricultural Machinery 

The President said that the value of agricultural machin- 
ery (including tractors) exported from the United Kingdom 
was £6,800,000 in 1946 and £504,000 in January 1947. 
Production figures were not available for these periods but 
in the first nine months of 1946 production for export 
represented 24 per cent. of the total. 


Paper for Football Pools 

Mr. Belcher said that it was the practice to license paper 
for football pools only to firms which were operating before 
the war, and on the basis of their pre-war consumption. 


Tyres 

Asked how and where tyres 9.00 by 16, of which plentiful 
stocks were held by the Government last year, could now 
be obtained, Mr. Belcher stated that supplies of this 
size of tyre were likely to be irregular as it was not in common 
use. The Director of Disposals, Ministry of Supply, Great 
Westminster House, London, disposed of any surplus 
Government tyres which arose. 


Board of Trade Employees 

Mr. Belcher stated that the number of non-industrial 
civil servants employed by the Board of Trade in London 
and the provinces was 8,121 on January 1, 1946, and 
15,197 on January 1, 1947. The increase was mainly 
due to the transfer of staff during 1946 from the former 
Ministry of Production, Department of Overseas Trade 
and the Raw Materials Department of the Ministry of 
Supply. 

In addition, the Board of Trade employed, on January 1, 
1947, 2,572 industrial civil servants who had been trans- 
ferred during 1946 from the Ministry of Supply. 


Imports of Dresses and Skirts 

Asked to state the total value in sterling of the ladies’ 
dresses recently imported from the United States and now 
on sale in this country, Mr. Belcher replied that no separate 
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figures were available in respect of women’s and girls’ 
dresses, but the value of women’s and girls’ dresses and skirts 
imported from the United States during the last quarter

Factories in Scotland 

Mr. Belcher said that at January 31, 56 new factories 
and extensions had been completed in Scotland and were 
employing 1,834 men and 1,342 women. 


THURSDAY FEBRUARY 27 


Export of New Periodicals 

The supply position, the President told a questioner, 
does not enable us to make additional paper available for 
export copies of all new periodicals. In the few cases in 
which new periodicals had been specially licensed, the 
quantity of paper they were authorized to use was cal- 
culated to cover export requirements. 

Imports of Dresses and Skirts 

Women’s and girls’ dresses and skirts imported from the 
United States during the last quarter of 1946 numbered 
27,505 valued at £57,495. Imports in January numbered 
14,275 having a value of £30,873. 

Cotton Yarn for Export Goods 

The total quantity of cotton yarn allocated for the 
production of export goods in the first period of 1947 
was 15,000 tons, a reduction of about 40 per cent. on the 
allocation for the previous period, the President stated. 
Owing to the heavy load of orders already in the industry, 
which had been intensified by the present disturbances of 
production, the issue of this allocation must be delayed for 
the time being. 

As had already been announced, the system under which 
the export allocation was administered was being altered 
to take account of the general production position in the 
cotton industry and of the country’s need for exports to 
hard currency markets. Details of the new system would, 
he hoped, be announced shortly. 


Generating Sets for Industry 

The President said that about 1,250 diesel and petrol 
generating sets of suitable types and sizes had been made 
available by the service departments for loan to industry ; 
approximately 650 by the War Office, 350 by the Air 
Ministry, and 250 by the Admiralty. Applications for the 
sets were dealt with regionally, and had been entertained 
only from firms in the areas affected by the industrial 
power cuts. There had been a large number of such appli- 
cations, but information as to the exact number was not 
available. The Board of Trade did not hold any diesel 
generator sets for sale. Applications to purchase sets from 
Government surpluses were dealt with by the Ministry of 
Suppl . 
Turkish Tobacco 

Regular deliveries of the full amount of Turkish tobacco 
repayable under the 1939 Loan have been received, the 
President said. Some part of this tobacco had not so far 
been used. Turkish tobacco represents less than 1 per cent. 
of our total imports, and United States tobacco represents 
approximately 84 per cent. 


MONDAY MARCH 3 


Requisitioned Storage Space 

Mr. Belcher stated that a total of nearly 41 million square 
feet. of industrial space was held by Government depart- 
ments in requisitioned and leasehold industrial premises and 
Government-owneil factories for storage purposes. The 
area of industrial space held by local authorities was 
negligible. The whole of the requisitioned industrial 
premises aggregating 25 million square feet was being 
vacated in the current year. The remainder of the space 
held was not suitable for civilian production. 


Potash Supplies 

Mr. Belcher said that supplies under our potash contracts 
had been greatly delayed by conditions in supplying 
countries, particularly by the freezing of continental ports 
and waterways. Everything was being done to import as 
much as possible by March 31, but the amount available to 
farmers would be less than was anticipated. 


TUESDAY MARCH 4 


Imports of Tobacco 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Marquand, said 
that we were at present receiving from Greece 10 million lbs. 
of tobacco bought on Government account in 1946 and 
manufacturers and merchants had every encouragement 
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to import tobacco from these sources. He also stated that 
Empire-grown tobacco was being imported to the maximum 
available. 


Pottery from Germany 

Mr. Marquand stated that no import licences had been 
issued to British firms for pottery from Germany. The 
purchase in Germany of pottery for re-export to the U.S.A., 
South America and Dominion and Colonial destinations 
was under enquiry. 


Subsidies for Utility Clothing 

The President stated that the utility clothing subsidies 
consisted of a subsidy on utility cotton cloth which was 
paid to the merchant converter and calculated to offset 
the main cost increases in the cloth since the end of 1943, 
and a subsidy on utility wool cloth which was paid to 
the cloth manufacturer and calculated to offset increases 
both in the cost of the cloth and in certain of the costs of 
clothing manufacturers. 

In the case of leather there was in most cases no pay- 
ment of subsidy as such, but the Board of Trade sold 
hides and skins to tanners at prices which were related to 
the stabilized prices of the resultant leather. Since the 
prices so charged for hides and skins were in most cases 
below cost, a loss was incurred. 


Cigarette Ration Question 

Asked whether, in view of the present shortage of 
cigarettes arising out of the coal shortage, and in view of 
the need to conserve dollars, the President would introduce 
cigarette rationing, Mr. Belcher said: No, Sir.

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More Utility Furniture 
Units Valid 


HE Board of Trade announce that the violet deferred 

units issued to Utility furniture permit holders during 

the twelve months ended October 1946, became 
valid on March 1, 1947. On the same date blue units 
ceased to be valid. The effect of this is that from March 1 
retailers and manufacturers may accept brown and violet 
units but retailers may not accept blue units. Units of 
any other colour (e.g., red or yellow) are still invalid and 
must not be accepted. 

Holders of blue units wishing to purchase Utility furniture 
after February 28, 1947, should return them to the Utility 
Furnit ure Office, Board of Trade, Kingsway, Southport, 
Lancs, where they will be exchanged for brown units. 

The Board wish to make it quite clear that this does not 
mean that the supply of all articles within the Utility 
furniture range is sufficient to meet all the demands of 
permit holders, and it may be some time before supplies of 
the more recent models are adequate for that purpose.

Daily postal receipts in December were, as usual, higher 
than in any month of the year. The increase compared 
with November was, however, slightly less than the normal 
seasonal movement. 

Compared with 1945, receipts during 1946 rose on the 
average by 6-1 per cent. A fall of 2-5 per cent. in the first 
quarter of 1946, due to the high rate of traffic in the 
corresponding period of 1945, was more than offset by 
increases of 7:8, 6-8 and 11-9 per cent., respectively, in the 
suceeeding three quarters of this year.

Reciprocal Abolition of Visas 

An agreement came into force on March 1 between the 
United Kingdom and Norway for the reciprocal abolition 
of visas for Norwegian subjects travelling from any place 
whatever to the United Kingdom and British subjects 
travelling from any place whatever to Norway. 

Visas will still be required for travel to Spitzbergen, and 
also for travel to the overseas territories of either country. 

Pending the conclusion of agreements between the 
Dominions and Norway, Dominion British subjects will 
continue to require visas for Norway. 

Permission to reside and to take employment continues 
to be subject to the laws and regulations of the two countries 
relating to aliens.

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Control of Engagement 
Orders Cease 


y an Order* made by the Minister of Labour and 

National Service, the Control of Engagement Orders, 

1945 and 1946, ceased as from February 24, 1947, toapply 
to the engagement of any persons other than men aged 
18 to 50 (inclusive) whose normal employment is in agri- 
culture or coalmining or who are engaged for employment in 
a building undertaking or a civil engineering contracting 
undertaking. As a result, subject to these exceptions, all 
workers are now free to take any employment they choose, 
and employers are free to engage them without consulting a 
local office of the Ministry or an approved employment 
agency. The existing position with regard to control of 
engagement of coalminers and agricultural workers and 
engagement for building or civil engineering work remains 
unchanged. 

The new Order gives effect to the policy of the Govern- 
ment as announced in the House of Commons on 
December 13, 1945. Mr. George Isaacs, Minister of Labour 
and National Service, then stated that the Government had 
decided to limit control, subject to certain exceptions, to 
those classes of persons who for the time being were being 
called up for military service. Accordingly, the engage: 
ment of women of any age (with a temporary exception for 
nurses) was excluded from the scope of the existing Orders, 
and in the case of men the control was confined to those 
aged 30 or under, except as regards agriculture, coalmining 
and building and civil engineering. Call up for military 
service is now normally restricted to men born in 1929 
and later, and the control is, therefore, being abolished 
except in relation to agriculture, coalmining and building 
and civil engineering.

Packers are reminded that 
these bottles, unless they have previously been filled, are 
not used bottles and must accordingly be packed in com- 
formity with the Packaging Order.

United Kingdom Firms can Increase 
their Exports to Portugal 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the First Secretary 


(Commercial) at the British Embassy, Lisbon.

NOR Portugal, 1946 was a year of paradox. With the 
end of the war there was a widespread hope, in many 
cases a belief, that the goods of which Portugal had 

been in need for so long would at last become available as in 
the old days. Portugal having been neutral and not having 
known the ravages and all the privations of war, such a 
belief was perhaps more widely held than in the countries 
directly concerned in the war. The consequent disappoint- 
ment, when it was found that goods did not in fact become 
freely available, was all the more acute. The lifting of 
navicert control, which had been widely held to be res- 
ponsible for many shortages in Portugal, proved to be no 
benefit. If anything, it was the reverse, as with no con- 
trolled allocations, Portugal met the full force of world 
competition for goods in short supply. As a nation, 
therefore, Portugal found herself with plenty of money, 
but her difficulties in spending it abroad, as far as some 
goods are concerned, were greater than before. 


Rising, Prices 


Although internationally the country is well off, and the 
currency ‘‘ hard,” internal prices, as a result of shortages, 
continued to rise. The buying power of the income of the 
individuals forming the mass of the population decreased 
so that the masses, as distinct from the comparatively 
wealthy few, are to-day almost entirely pre-occupied with 
the mere business of living, and there can be no question 
of devoting any of their slender resources to the buying of 
imported merchandise which is not necessary. It is 
impossible as yet to foresee the level at which prices in 
Portugal will eventually become more or less stabilised. 
This must inevitably depend to a great extent on price 
movements in other larger countries from which Portugal 
is obliged to obtain many of the necessities of life. As yet 
there has, therefore, been no real attempt to re-establish 
on a national basis any equilibrium between wages and the 
cost of living, the tendency being rather to do everything 
possible to avoid inflation by preventing an increase in 
wages, which may later be found to be out of all proportion 
to the final increase in prices. 

Yet in spite of the absence of any considerable purchasing 
power in the mass of the population, merchandise, in some 
cases of a most unexpected and clearly luxury description, 
has, during the year flowed into the country in very appreci- 
able quantities, and although this flow of merchandise 
has been statistically considerable by comparison with 
previous years, the vacuum it has to fill is such that, to the 
average merchant and to the individual who has been 
unable to get what he wants for six years, it seems to be 
a mere irritating trickle, and complaints that supplies are 
grossly inadequate are still rife. Although the masses 
are not in a position to buy freely, the wealthier section of 
the population, to which must be added those who made 
money during the war, can do so, but it must again be 
emphasized that even when taken together these more 
fortunate individuals are numerically few. Further it 
must be remembered that in many cases towards the end 
of the war and immediately afterwards, when no supplies 
were in sight and the greatest difficulty was being ex- 
perienced in placing orders, merchants tended to place 
orders with every possible source of supply, in the hope 
of receiving goods from at least one of them. When such 
widespread enquiries all bear fruit at once, an occurrence 
which has scarcely happened at all as yet, but will inevitably 
occur from time to time, the result is likely to be a tem- 
porary overstocking. 

At present there is no sign of a general increase in pur- 
chasing power. Following the present re-stocking of 
individual as well as merchants’ cupboards—which will, 
no doubt, continue for some time—the demand for con- 
sumers’ goods may therefore be expected to fall somewhat. 


The time when it will fall will vary with each class of 
merchandise ; in some cases re-stocking and temporary 
saturation of the market may already be within sight ; 
in most cases it is obviously long distant. As, however, 
the country still has ample international purchasing power, 
the plans of the Government for badly-needed industrial 
development can, and will, be pushed on. This develop- 
ment can be expected ultimately to increase the purchasing 
power of the masses, but it seems unlikely at present that 
its influence in this direction will have any appreciable 
effect for a number of years. 


Import Trade 


The origin of Portuguese imports and the destination 
of exports were, of course, radically affected by the war. 
The exigencies of war made it necessary often enough to 
arrange for supplies vital to the life of the country to be 
supplied by countries which had not been traditional 
sources of supply. This wartime distortion, with existing 
difficulties. and the present urge to seek merchandise 
wherever and whenever it can be found, make it impossible 
to estimate trends with any accuracy at all. The following 
comparison of sources of imports in 1938, 1945 and the 
first nine months of 1946, though of little value as a guide 
to the future, gives at least an indication of the volume of 
supplies coming in and which countries are likely in the 
future to be Great Britain’s chief competitors :—

These figures show that Portugal’s pre-war suppliers, 
except for Germany, are recovering some of their share of 
the import trade, and that the greater part of the supplies 
which used to come from Germany are now being provided 
by the United States. How much of this is due to the fact 
that the United States can supply now certain goods which 
are still unobtainable elsewhere, such as foodstuffs and coal, 
which was previously supplied by Great Britain, and how 
far it is due to a continuation of the commercial ties formed 
during the war, when the United States was the source of 
supply designated by the combined Boards of the United 
Nations, it is impossible to say, but it is clear that pre-war 
suppliers who try to re-enter the market now will at least 
have company. 


Development Plans 


The Government plans mentioned in the Board of Trade 
Journal last April have since then made some progress 
and been supplemented by others. What is perhaps the 
fundamental scheme, the electrification of the country, 
has made the most progress. Two hydro-electric com- 
panies have been formed. Plans are in an advanced 
stage for the construction of the necessary civil works 
and orders have been placed for the equipment and plant. 
It is reasonable to expect that within about five years 
from now the production of electric power in the country 
will be greatly increased, which will facilitate the plans 
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for industrial development, improvement of the railways, 
etc. The plan to improve Portugal’s ports is also making 
progress. Certain contracts have already been placed and 
the original plan has, in the course of the year, been supple- 
mented by a vast scheme for the improvement of the Port 
of Lisbon, which will certainly take a number of years. 

The industrialization plan, on the other hand, which 
has depended more on private than on State initiative, 
has made little progress. The formation of a new Junta 
for Industrial Development under the Ministry of Economy 
may be expected to stimulate progress in this direction. 
It is difficult to forecast exactly the methods which will 
be used to increase the industrialization of the country, but 
it seems likely that, after due study to assess the value to 
Portugal of any particular suggested industry, the au- 
thorities will arrange for missions of experts to visit other 
countries with a view to getting full information concerning 
that industry, its suitability for Portugal,and the means 
of establishing it there. 

With the plans mentioned above must also be considered 
the plans for building hospitals, schools, roads and bridges, 
for development of waste land, settling thereon of surplus 
population, and afforestation, and for the development of 
the Portuguese colonies. It seems safe to say, on prospects 
as far as we can see them to-day, that after the first rush to 
restore the stocks of consumers’ goods, the tendency will 
be for a higher proportion of imports into Portugal to be 
capital goods until such time as the resulting improvement 
in the purchasing power of the masses causes the demand 
for consumers’ goods to rise again. 


Openings for U.K. Exporters 


There are opportunities now for British manufacturers 
of both consumers’ and capital goods, opportunities which 
may not recur once post-war lines of supply and com- 
mercial connections become established. 

There will be great opportunities for British manu- 
facturers of plant and equipment, and for firms with 
technical knowledge to export, if they are ready to place 
their services at the disposal of Portugal to develop the 
country in the way the Portuguese wish. 

Some United Kingdom firms have already taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunities afforded by the Portuguese 
development plans, and a not inconsiderable measure of 
success has so far been attained ; but many opportunities 
remain which should be exploited, not only in the long-term 
interest of exporters, but because the Portuguese ‘‘ escudo ” 
is one of the ‘‘ hard” currencies of which this country 
is in urgent need at the present time. It is hoped, therefore, 
that in the national interest United Kingdom firms will 
endeavour to maintain or to increase their exports to 
Portugal. 


Industrial Property Rights Affected 
by the War 


An Agreement for the preservation and restoration of 
industrial property rights affected by the Second World 
War was signed at Neuchatel, Switzerland, on February 8, 
1947, on behalf of the Governments of the following 
countries :— 

Belgium, Brazil, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Eire, Fin- 
land, France, Great Britain and Northern Ireland, Greece, 
Hungary, Italy, Lebanon, Liechtenstein, Luxembourg, 
Morocco (French Zone), Netherlands, New Zealand, Poland, 
Portugal, Roumania, Switzerland, Syria, Tunis and 
Turkey. 

The agreement provides for 

1. extension until December 31, 1947, of the priority 
periods mentioned in Article 4 of the Industrial 
Property Convention which had not expired on 
September 3, 1939, or have arisen since the last 
mentioned date, but before January 1, 1947; 

2. extension up to June 30, 1948, of the periods for 
doing any act, fulfilling any formality, paying any 
fee and generally for satisfying any obligation pre- 
scribed by the laws and regulations of each country 
for the preservation of rights of industrial property 

<isting on September 3, 1939, or acquired since that 
date, or for obtaining rights which, if the war had not 
taken place, might have been acquired since that 
date in consequence of an application made before 
June 30, 1947. 

Ratifications of the Agreement should be deposited as 
soon as possible, and it will come into force without delay 
between the countries which have ratified it.

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Resumption of Private Import Trade 
from Germany 


T is announced by the Board of Trade that Trading 

with the Enemy Regulations that have prevented 

United Kingdom firms from trading with Germany 
were lifted on March 4. This step was timed to fit in with 
similar action taken by the United States. Details of the 
procedure under which trade may take place between the 
United Kingdom and the British and American zones of 
Germany are published below. This refers only to exports 
from Germany: imports into the two zones will for the 
time being be solely on Government account. Separate 
announcements will be made on trade with the French and 
Russian zones. 

It is the Government’s intention that trade with Germany 
shall return as soon as possible to normal channels. The 
major step forward is that contracts will now be permitted 
between German sellers and foreign buyers. The restric- 
tions in the new procedure are due to the difficult economic 
situation of the two zones, and will be removed as rapidly 
as possible. 

The new procedure concerns imports of goods into the 
United Kingdom, including goods processed in Germany 
from materials supplied by United Kingdom firms, whether 
payment is made in cash or in kind. For the time being 
only essential goods will be imported from Germany, such 
as machinery and other industrial equipment, chemicals, 
and certain types of textiles. There will be no token 
imports. 

Traders must obtain licences for all goods except those 
which may be imported from all countries under an Open 
General Licence. Importers should apply to the Sundry 
Materials Branch of the Board of Trade, 10 Old Jewry, 
London, E.C.2. The importer’s bank will be able to 
advise him about conditions under which goods may be 
imported for re-export. 

Payment for goods imported from the two zones will be 
in sterling. 

At the German end, because it is necessary to ensure that 
the best use is made of scarce fuel, materials, and capacity, 
the exporter must get the approval of the local German 
economic authority and of the Joint Export/Import Agency 
(U.S./U.K.) to any contract. The Agency has the final 
responsibility in Germany for the foreign trade relations 
with the two zones, and it acts as the export licensing 
authority. . 

Arrangements for United Kingdom business men to visit 
Germany were announced in the Board of Trade Journal 
on 4th January. Itis hoped that these arrangements may be 
extended shortly but for the time being they are unchanged. 

Letter post is already in operation. Air mail, parcel post 
and telegraph services will be restored as soon as possible. 
Transport and communications generally, however, are still 
difficult in Germany, and though Military Government 
will do all they can to improve facilities, would-be buyers 
will have to operate initially under irksome conditions. 
Efforts will be made to restore further commercial services 
of banking, post office, handling agents, free access, etc., 
as soon as possible. 

Before the war, the United Kingdom was one of the 
largest German customers for machinery and other industrial 
equipment, chemicals and textiles. In 1946 Germany 
sold us timber, metal scrap, and little else. In relaxing 
barriers to trade it is hoped to be able to ease bottlenecks 
in the re-equipment of British industry and to draw on a new 
source of supply for other essential needs. But this is not 
to imply that it will be easy for British importers to go in 
and buy. The level of industrial production in the two 
zones is only about 40 per cent. of pre-war activity. The 
main bottlenecks are in coal and steel and low labour 
productivity. 


Price Policy 


For the present all exports from the two zones will be 
priced and paid for in foreign currencies. It is vital to the 
interest of the two occupying powers that the returns from 
German export trade should be as great as possible. Con- 
tracts will be scrutinized by the Export/Import Agency 
to see that appropriate prices are charged. <A detailed 
statement on German export pricing procedure is given 
in paragraph 3(b) below. 

Nevertheless, the main elements in price fixing must 
remain the offers made by foreign buyers and tbe knowledge 
of the German exporter of what his goods are worth. In 


many cases it will be some time before the German exporter 
can build up the necessary knowledge. If Germans are 
pressed to maximize their exports, there will be some 
cases of undercutting. But the general policy will be to 
secure the highest possible prices. 


PROCEDURE FOR TRADE 
RESUMPTION 


1. Following are details of procedure governing the resump- 
tion of a limited degree of private trade with the United 
States/United Kingdom zones of Germany :— 

Attention is drawn to :— 

Trading with the Enemy (Authorization) (Germany) 
Order, 1947 (S.R. & O. 1947 No. 300), 

Trading with the Enemy (Transfer of Negotiable 
Instruments, etc.) (Germany) Order, 1947 (S.R. & O. 
1947 No. 301), 

Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) (Amendment) 
(Germany) Order, 1947 (S.R. & O. 1947 No. 302). 

The general effect of these Orders is to permit trade in 
goods, and transactions incidental thereto, with govern- 
mental or semi-governmental authorities and private 
traders or firms in Germany and to remove Board of Trade 
and Custodian Control from any money or property arising 
out of this trade. German money and property in the 
United Kingdom at the date of the Order and income 
arising therefrom continue under such control. The Trans- 
fer of Negotiable Instruments Order sanctions certain 
transfers or assignments of choses in action or negotiable 
instruments made by or on behalf of persons in Germany 
by reason of the trade authorized as described above. 

These Orders operate in respect of the whole of Germany. 

The rest of this notice refers to procedure for private 
trade with the joint United States/United Kingdom zones 
only. Separate announcements will be made on the pro- 
cedures for trade with the French and Russian zones. 


2. German Exports to the United Kingdom 


United Kingdom importers are now free to sign contracts 
with German exporters for the supply of goods and inciden- 
tal services and the necessary commercial facilities are being 
re-established as quickly as possible. In the first stages the 
machinery may creak, but it is expected that as the resump- 
tion of trade gathers force, it will work smoothly. An 
outline is given below of the procedure for import into the 
United Kingdom from Germany. A summary of German 
export procedure is also given. These are interim pro- 
cedures only, intended to open the way to normal trade 
relations. Further details can be obtained from the German 
Division, Board of Trade, I.C. House, Miilbank, London, 
S.W.1. 


Contracts 


(a) Contracts will be signed with the German supplier 
but must be approved by the Export/Import Agency. 
(See paragraph 3(c) below.) The contract will include the 
following points :— 

(i) The price will be quoted in currency other than 
German marks. In the case of sales to the United 
Kingdom the currency will be sterling. 

(ii) The contract will not be effective until it has been 
approved by the Export/Import Agency. 

(iii) German exports to the United Kingdom will be 

sold either f.o.b. or f.o.r. at frontier. 

Buyers will beexpected to make firm offers direct to the 
sellers, with a specified time limit for acceptance. Such 
offers may be made by post or, when restored, by telegraphic 
communication. 

In appropriate cases an arbitration clause may be in- 
serted. It is not possible at present for a German to sue or 
be sued outside Germany. 

Currency 

(b) Imports from Germany into the United Kingdom will 
be paid for in sterling. 

Import Procedure, including Re-export and Direct Export 
Shipment from Germany. 

(c) No action will be necessary in the case of transactions 
conducted through the British Purchasing Agency (sub- 
paragraphs (h) and (i) below) but in the case of direct 
contracts hetween British buvers and German. sellers, 
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all goods other than those which are covered by Open 
General Licence will need an import licence issued by 
Import Licensing Department. The following arrange- 
ments will apply. 

Owing to shortage of coal and raw materials in Germany 
it is unlikely that the Control authorities would approve 
many export orders which German manufacturers would 
wish to accept. Approval to import goods not covered by 
the Open General Licence therefore, cannot be given until 
the contract between the British importer and the German 
supplier (paras. 2(a) above and 3(c) below) has been approved 
by the Export/Import Agency. The approval of the 
Export/Import Agency may also be necessary in the case 
of goods covered by the Open General Licence. 

In the case of goods not covered by an Open General 
Licence persons desiring to acquire goods from Germany 
should apply to the Sundry Materials Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 10 Old Jewry, E.C.2, on the appropriate form of 
Enquiry to Import Goods from Germany, when negotiations 
with the German supplier have made it clear that a transac- 
tion is possible. 

If import into the United Kingdom is approved an under- 
taking will be given to the applicant that the necessary 
Import Licence will be issued by the Import Licensing 
Department when the contract has been approved by the 
Export/Import Agency. The importer should return the 
undertaking when the contract is completed to the Sundry 
Materials Branch and the licence will be issued by Import 
Licensing Department. 

Import Licences will only be given for essential goods 
such as machinery and equipment, chemicals, certain types 
of textiles, etc. Permission will also be given for processing 
transactions, whether payment is made in cash or by 
offset such as a balance of the raw material being left 
behind. The schemes for imports from the war-shattered 
economies and for token imports will not apply to 
Germany. 

Applications for permission to purchase goods for ship- 
ment direct from Germany to an export destination without 
touching the United Kingdom, can be considered provided : 

(1) Sales to countries in the sterling area conform to the 
procedure set out in the Bank of England Notice 
to Banks FE.177 ; 

(2) Sales to countries outside the sterling area are 
financed in a manner acceptable to the Bank of 
England. 

Traders who desire further information on these points 

should consult their own bankers. 

Transactions covering the import into the lnited King- 
dom of goods from Germany intended for re-export in the 
same form are subject to a similar banking procedure. 
Traders desiring to conduct this type of business should 
obtain the approval, in principle, of the Bank of England 
through their own bankers, before submitting their enquiry 
to Sundry Materials Branch. Regard will be had to the 
needs of the home market in considering enquiries. 


Parcel Post 

(d) A separate announcement will be made on the 
procedure for imports by parcel post as soon as this becomes 
practicable. 


Handling Facilities 

(e) At present handling facilities within Germany for 
export goods are under the direction of Military Govern- 
ments. It is hoped that German Forwarding Agencies will 
shortly be permitted to get in touch with foreign forwarding 
agents and facilities be given for British and other agencies 
to establish branches in the joint zones. In the meantime 
the Sundry Materials Branch of the Board of Trade is 
willing to act as a forwarding agent. 


Banking 
(f) Banks are being notified by the Bank of England as to 
the new arrangements. 


Insurance 

(g) For the time being German exports will be sold 
either f.o.b. or f.o.r. at frontier. It is not yet possible to 
secure cover with German insurance companies for foreign 
owned materials which are sent in for processing. Such 
materials can only be sent to Germany at owners’ risk. 


British Purchasing Agency 

(h) The Sundry Materials Branch of the Board of Trade 
will continue to offer the services of the British Pur- 
chasing Agency announced in the Board of Trade Journal 
of October 26, 1946. Traders who desire to use these 
facilities should indicate this in the Enquiry to Import 
Goods from Germany form referred to in paragraph 2(c) 
above. 

(i) The Sundry Materials Branch will continue to handle 
enquiries already referred to them by importers unless 
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they are notified that the importer wishes to take ovew the 
transaction. 

(j) Pending the establishment of an official commercial 
service in Germany, the services of the British Purchasing 
Agency will be available without charge to all United 
Kingdom buyers to assist in the conclusion of contracts. 
Letters should be addressed to British Purchasing Agency 
(Germany), Minden, B.A.O.R. 

Trade on Government Account 

(k) Certain goods, such as timber, potash and metal scrap 
will, so far as the United Kingdom is concerned, still be 
imported solely on Government account. 

Business Visits to Germany 

(1) It is hoped that extended facilities for business visits 
to Germany will be available shortly. Meanwhile the 
arrangements for United Kingdom business men announced 
in the Board of Trade Journal of 4th January, 1947, remain 
unchanged. 


3. German Export Procedure 


The following brief statement of the German export 
procedure from the United States/United Kingdom zones 
may be of interest in enabling importers to see how the 
procedure described above fits into the general plan. 

(a) Foreign Trade is controlled by the Joint Export/Im- 
port Agency (United States/United Kingdom) which acts 
as an Export Licensing Department. Its headquarters 
are at Minden and it is establishing branch offices in each 
of the eight regions (Lander) into which the Anglo-American 
zones are divided and in Berlin. 

(b) The Export/Import Agency scrutinizes all contracts 
to see that the highest competitive prices are obtained. 
In normal international trade, sellers base their export 
prices on their domestic costs converted into foreign cur- 
rency by means of a rate of exchange. Owing to the dis- 
parities between different internal prices in Germany, 
a legacy of pre-war German price fixing practices, no single 
exchange rate is practicable which would at one and the 
same time enable the German seller to receive a reasonable 
price in marks and ensure that the foreign buyer pays a 
reasonable price having regard to competitive world prices. 
To overcome this difficulty prices are being quoted in 
foreign exchange and bear no uniform relation to the mark 
prices received by the German supplier. It is the firm hope 
of the two Occupying Powers that as soon as possible 
German trade will be established on the basis of a single 
rate of exchange for the mark. 

Contracts 

(c) German sellers may sign contracts with foreign 
importers for the sale of goods or incidental services. When 
the transaction has reached the stage at which a contract 
would normally be concluded, the German must refer it to 
his appropriate German Ministry of Economics. It is the 
responsibility of the Ministry to consider the general 
desirability of the proposed transaction. When the Regional 
Ministry of Economics has given its approval the seller will 
so inform the importer, who may then write or, when pos- 
sible, telegraph a firm offer with a stated time limit (nor- 
mally 28 days). The terms of the contract will be subject 
to the approval of the Ministry of Economics and the 
Export/Import Agency, who will consider it in the light of 
currency, terms of payment, prices and availability of fuel 
and materials. The approval of these authorities does not 
constitute a firm undertaking that the fuel and materials 
will be forthcoming, but should be regarded by the two 
contracting parties as a reasonable assurance that every 
effort will be made to see that the materials will be made 
available within the time necessary for the supplier to fulfil 
his contract. 

Payment 

(d) For the present the Export/Import Ageney will 
normally require the opening of an irrevocable letter of 
credit at the buyer’s bank. It is hoped that after the 
necessary experience has been gained, it will be possible to 
agree to less restrictive methods of payment and to consider 
the export of German goods on a consignment basis. 

On receipt of evidence that the buyer has complied with 
the conditions of payment the Export/Import Agency will 
issue an export licence to the exporter. 


4. Importation into Germany 


For the time being, all goods sent into the United King- 
dom/United States zones of Germany, except materials 
for processing, will be purchased either by the United 
Kingdom and United States Governments, or by the 
Joint Export/Import Agency (United States/United King- 
dom).

Private Import Trade from 
the Russian Zone 


HE relaxations permitting the resumption of private 

import trade from the British and American Zones of 

Germany into the United Kingdom from March 4 are 
extended, to include the Russian’ Zone of Germany. 

In all essential respects, the procedure for United Kingdom 
buyers is the same as that for the British/American Zones. 
The main points for guidance of buyers are as follow : 
For the time being, only essential goods will be imported 

from Germany, such as machinery and other industrial 

equipment, chemicals, and certain types of textiles. 

Traders must obtain licences for all goods except those which 
may be imported from all countries under an Open General 
Licence. Importers should apply to the Sundry Materials 
Branch of the Board of Trade, 10 Old Jewry, London, 
E.C.2. The importer’s bank will be able to advise him 
about conditions under which goods may be imported for 
re-export. 

Payment for goods imported from the Russian Zone will be 
in sterling. 

Contracts will be between German sellers and United 
Kingdom buyers. The approval of the Department of 
Foreign Trade of the Russian Military Administration of 
Germany as to the price and terms of payment is necessary 
before the contract is effective. 

It is hoped that extended facilities for business men to visit 
firms in the Russian zone will be available and a separate 
announcement will be made as soon as arrangements have 
been made with the Russian authorities. 

A separate announcement will also be made as to the pro- 
cedure for United Kingdom exports to the Russian Zone. 
The arrangements made with the Russian authorities have 

been timed to permit United Kingdom visitors to the 

Leipzig Fair to buy from German manufacturers. As with 

the United Kingdom and United States Zones of Germany, 

the absence of normal commercial facilities in telegraphic 
communication, insurance, handling agencies, free access, 
etc., will mean that in the initial period of trade, buyers will 
operate under difficulties. But it is hoped that these 
conditions will be improved as the volume of trade increases. 








Import Licensing Regulations in 
Denmark 


The Counsellor (Commercial) to H.M. Legation at 
Copenhagen reports that the Danish Import Licensing 
Authorities have issued a new circular regarding the 
future system for the import of piece-goods. 

It is the intention to issue import licences to all firms 
who are members of the trade and can prove that they have 
purchased piece-goods in accordance with offers which 
have been. approved by the Directorate Control. 

It is understood that the issue of licences will take place 
without regard to the amount of the importers’ previous 
import. It will, however, be a concition for approval of the 
offer of goods that the agent or importer in question who 
purchases direct from abroad takes consideration of his 
customers’ previous purchases and present needs when selling 
the goods. 

The circular states that when the authorities intend to 
issue licences an announcement will be made in the usual 
way requesting agents and direct importers to submit 
offers to the ‘‘Offer Control.’’ When approval of an offer 
has been given this will ipso facto entitle the agent or 
the direct importer to sell or be issued with a licence within 
the period of the approval for the amount mentioned. 
Approved offers for which the possibility of delivery does 
not eventuate must be returned to the Directorate.

Anglo-Polish Trade Talks 


The Polish trade delegation led by Dr. Lychowski, 
and a delegation of British officials held their first meeting 
in London this week under the chairmanship of Mr. Mar- 
quand, Secretary for Overseas Trade. The present talks 
are intended to provide an opportunity of discussing ways 
and means of developing trade and extending commercial 
relations between the United Kingdom and Poland. 

Poland’s imports of the goods and materials required 
for her industry are to be discussed. Similarly, United 
Kingdom imports from Poland of certain commodities, 
especially of the raw materials and foodstuffs which Poland 
used to send to the United Kingdom before the war, are 
to be reviewed. 

A preliminary exchange of views on these topics took 
place at this afternoon’s meeting and a working programme 
was drawn up. It is not at present intended that any 
further official communique should be issued until the 
conclusion of the discussions.

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Nationalization of the Rumanian 
National Bank 


Y a law dated December 23, 1946, and appearing in 

the Monitorul Official No. 298, Part I, of December 28, 

1946, the National Bank of Rumania was declared 
nationalized as from January 1, 1947, and as from that date 
the shares were to become the property of the Rumanian 
State, free of all charges and inalienable. Within three days 
from the publication of this law in the Monitorul Official, 
the Ministry for Finance was to deposit at the National 
Bank of Rumania at the disposal of the shareholders an 
amount equal to the total value of the shares at the 
Bucharest Stock Exchange rates ruling on December 1, 
1946; but shareholders were to receive for each share an 
amount in cash based on the average official market price 
of the shares between January 1 and December 1, 1946, and 
this price was to be determined by a Court set up at the 
Bucharest Court of Appeal, and composed of the First 
President, two Counsellors and the First Clerk of the Court 
of the Bucharest Court of Appeal. 

Shareholders were required to make applications for the 
fixing of the indemnity within ten days from the publication 
of the law in the Monitorul Official, attaching a copy of the 
document proving their ownership of the shares. The 
instructions for lodging such applications are as follows : 
** Applications will be deposited against acknowledgment 
at the Record Office of the Bucharest Court of Appeal, 
Section I. Applicants must elect a domicile in Bucharest. 
Applications made by shareholders must be proved de facto 
and de jure, and all documents which applicants intend to 
use must be attached to them. Within five days from the 
expiry of the above-mentioned time limit, applicants will 
be entitled to forward a special memorandum supporting 
their claims. Applications and memoranda will be sub- 
mitted in duplicate and one copy will be taken for the 
files of the Ministry of Finance which will be able to deposit 
within five days from the extension of the time limit pro- 
vided for in the preceding sentence a memorandum 
advocating the interests of the State. Explanations based 
on witnesses are not admitted. The President of the Court 
will connect all requests received. Third parties claiming 
rights over shares are not entitled to interfere in the 
proceedings.” 

The decision of the Court (which was to be reached 
within ten days of the last time limit for submitting 
applications) can only be appealed against at the Supreme 
Court of Cassation, and such appeals were to be made 
within five days of the decision. The President of the Court 
would forward appeals to the Supreme Court of Cassation 
immediately after the expiration of the time limit for the 
appeal, and they were to be heard at the most eight days 
after their reception by the Supreme Court. 

If the indemnity fixed is greater than the amount already 
forwarded by the Ministry of Finance to the National Bank, 
the Ministry of Finance must forward within three days 
from communication of the decision fixing the indemnity an 
amount equalling the difference up to the total value of the 
indemnity due for all National Bank of Rumania shares 
issued up to January 1, 1947, which amount is calculated 
according to the quota fixed by the Court for each share 
separately. By depositing this amount the State is con- 
sidered to have. fulfilled its obligation of paying the indem- 
nity due to all shareholders. 

The rights of third parties on National Bank of Rumania 
shares must be paid out of the amounts paid to shareholders. 
Third parties who have acquired real rights on shares as 
well as those who claim any right of property over shares 
were to forward their claims in writing to the National Bank 
of Rumania at its head office in Bucharest (addressed to the 
Legal Department) within fifteen days from the publication 
of the law in the Monitorul Official. Creditors with rights 

m pledge shares may, if the shareholders concerned agree, 

collect the amounts due to them direct from the National 
Bank of Rumania, the remainder being paid out to the 
shareholders. In all cases of dispute, the National Bank of 
Rumania will deposit the disputed amount at the Office of 
Deposits and Consignation and forward the receipt to the 
First Clerk of the Ilfov Court. The parties concerned will 
then have their claims settled through the ordinary legal 
channels. 

Shareholders are to be entitled to dividends for 1946. 
These will be fixed by the Supreme Court of Accounts in 
accordance with the distribution of profits provided for in 
the statutes in force until the publication of this law on the 


basis of the balance sheet drawn up as at December 31, 1946, 

Indemnity due to shareholders in accordance with the 
provisions of this law and not collected within six months 
from the time when the amount is deposited by the Ministry 
of Finance is to be forfeited to the State, and shares not 
presented for the collecting of indemnity within this term 
are to be declared null and void irrespective of who may be 
the owner. The National Bank of Rumania will issue and 
hand over duplicates of these shares to the State. 

The attention of the Rumanian authorities has been 
drawn to the fact that the time limits laid down in the law 
are too short to enable any British shareholders to deposit 
their applications in Bucharest and an extension to the 
time limit for the deposit of applications has been requested. 
British shareholders should now take steps to deposit their 
claims. This may be done direct or through the British 
Commercial Secretary, Office of the British Political 
Representative, Bucharest, and a copy should be forwarded 
to C.R.T. Dept., Board of Trade, Millbank, London, 8.W.1, 
where the text of the law may be seen on request. 





Token Imports from 
Norway 


HE Board of Trade announce (in Notice to Importers 
No. 237) that as from February 21, 1947, the Token 
Import arrangements have been extended to Norway. 

Token Imports of the goods included in the scheme 
will accordingly be admitted from individual manufacturers 
in Norway at the yearly rate of 20 per cent. by value of 
each manufacturer’s pre-war trade with the United 
Kingdom in the goods in question. 

Applications for licences to import the listed goods from 
Norway will be considered only when accompanied by a 
Token Shipment Certificate identifying the goods which 
are the subject of the application with those of a specified 
manufacturer in Norway. 

The Norwegian manufacturer should apply for Token 
Shipment Certificates to the Export and Import Licensing 
Department of the Norwegian Ministry of Supply and 
Reconstruction. 

Applications from British importers for import licences 
under these arrangements cannot be considered in advance 
of the receipt by Import Licensing Department, Board 
of Trade, 189 Regent Street, London, W.1, of the requisite 
Token Shipment Certificate. Premature applications will 
prove only a source of confusion and will not assist in any 
way to secure favourable consideration for the subsequent 
applications duly accompanied by the necessary Certificates. 

The procedure set out does not affect applications 
for import licences for goods which are not included in 
the items subject to Token Import arrangements. Such 
applications will continue to be dealt with under the existing 
procedure. 

The goods to which the Token Import arrangements 
now apply were listed in Notice to Importers No. 230, 
which appeared on page 7 of the Board of Trade Journal 
dated January 4. The countries now participating in 
the scheme are Canada, U.S.A., Belgium, Switzerland, 
France, Denmark, Sweden, Holland, Luxemburg, Finland, 
Italy and Norway.

Siam’s Revised Foreign Trade 
Regulations 


EW Regulations amending the import and export 

licensing restrictions and the exchange control arrange- 

ments were issued in Siam on January 27, 1947. A 
summary of the information received in London is given 
below. Further details can be obtained from the Tariff 
Section, Export Promotions Department. 


Imports : No licences will be required in future for 
imports into Siam with the exception of firearms, explosives, 
ammunition, opium and dangerous drugs. 

Exchange: Foreign exchange licences will not be 
necessary for the importation of goods into Siam, except for 
priority imports, and payment for imports will be made with 
exchange obtained on the open market or with exchange 
resulting from export transactions as described below. In 
the case of priority imports (listed below) importers are 
entitled to make application for exchange at the fixed 
official rate of 40 ticals to the £.. This will be made available 
if resources permit.

Acts Amendment Act, 1946, which contains the 
following revised list of exemptions from the Sales Tax 
leviable on goods sold in New Zealand. 

The rate of Sales Tax is 20 per cent. except on certain 
specified items on which the rate is 10 per cent. (See 
Board of Trade Journal of January 16, 1943, page 25, and 
previous notices.)

Guatemala 


Customs Tariff Modifications: H.M. Representative at 
Guatemala has reported that by Decree No. 305 dated 
November 19, 1946, and published in the Official Gazette 
of December 4, 1946, the Guatemalan Congress has elimi- 
nated customs duties on four items of milk.

Import Control: The Board of Trade have received 
a copy of Commerce and Supply Department Communique, 
No. 41 of 1946, in which importers are informed that the 
time allowed for shipment of goods under licences issued 
for the shipping period January-June 1946 and July- 
December 1946 has been extended.

United States of America 


Tariff Classification of Adding Machines : The Board of 
Trade have received a copy of a United States Treasury 
Decision (T.D. 51605) published on January 23, 1947,

All machines commonly known as adding machines 
which are operated by electricity and are of a kind which 
could be designed to operate without an electric element 
are dutiable at 274 per centum ad valorem under paragraph

This ruling will result in the assessment of duty on some 
machines at a higher rate than has heretofore been assessed 
under a uniform practice.

Jewellery; plate, gold or silver, platedware (excluding 
silver-plated coffin furniture, etc.). Licences for imports 
of the above goods from the United Kingdom will be 
granted to the extent of 50 per cent. of the value of the 
applicants’ imports of similar goods from the same 
source in 1938. 

Perambulator Wheels. The allocation for imports of 
perambulator wheels from the United Kingdom has 
been increased from 50 to 100 per cent. of the amounts 
of licences issued in respect of similar goods from the 
same source in 1943. The licences cover wheels of rim 
measurement of not less than 9 in. edge to edge, with 
or without tyres.

French Indo-China 


New Customs Tariff : The Journal Officiel de la Federa- 
tion Indochinoise of December 26, 1946, announces a new 
Customs Tariff for Indo-China. This has one scale only of 
duties, levied on all imports irrespective of the country 
of origin.

To THE INSTITUTIONS AND BROKERS AUTHORIZED TO DEAL IN FOREIGN 
EXCHANGE. 


We have to inform you and, through you, importers that it has 
been decided from this date to enforce a general system of exchange 
permits for all imports in the manner described below. It has also 
been decided to alter the exchange regulations for a number of articles 
as listed in the pamphlet entitled : ‘* Exchange System for Imports.” 


]. Articles subject to the system of quota and prior approval of each case- 


Grant of permits for these articles will continue to be made in 
accordance with the conditions and rules laid down in our Circular 
No. 601 (D. de C.) of November 29, 1946.* ‘< 


9, Articles not included in the previous classification. 


Application for exchange permits for these articles must be made 
on the day after a firm order has been placed abroad. If application 
is made later and the rules have meanwhile been altered to the 
disadvantage of the applicant, the case will be treated in accordance 
with the new rules. 

Permits will be granted for a period of validity of 9 months from 
the first day of the month following that in which documents are 
presented and in accordance with the conditions laid down in 
Chapter V paragraphs 2, 4, 5 and 6 of the above mentioned Circular 
No. 601} which refer to the “facilities that the permit accords to the 
importer, and the employment, indemnification and return of the 
permits. 


3, Situation of goods acquired before the date of the present circular. 


(a) Goods in port or on the way.—Provided that the clearance of 
these goods is begun within 9 months of the date of this circular, 
an exchange permit is not required. The Customs House will grant 
clearance certificates in accordance with the rules in force up to 
January 18, 1947. After the period mentioned above an exchange 
permit will be required before clearance. 


(b) Goods not yet shipped which arrive in port within 90 days of 
this date.—These goods will be treated as in sub-paragraph (a). 


(c) Goods not yet shipped which arrive in port after 90 days 
from this date.-—Exchange permits will be required for these goods. 
In the case of articles concerning which the exchange regulations 
have been altered unfavourably, permits may be considered in 
accordance with previous regulations provided that there is authentic 
evidence that a firm order for the goods was placed before the date 
of this circular, These applications will have to be submitted w ith 
supporting documentary proof in form 104D together with the 
corresponding exchange permit. Documents granted under these 
conditions will have a period of validity of nine months from 
January 20, 1947. 

4, Instructions for institutions and brokers authorizel to deal in 
exchange. 





Presentation of exchange permits will have to conform to the 
provisions of Circulars No. 602 and No. 633 of November 29, 1946, 
and January 13, 1947, respectively. 

In order to facilitate rapid transaction of business we recommend 
that permits be properly filled in and that the tariff numbers men- 
tioned correspond to the goods to be imported. Further, it is neces- 
sary to verify that the forms prescribed for every class of clearance 
certificates have been used and that currency for payment should 
be that prescribed in accordance with the origin of the goods. 

5. Hours for presenting exchange permits. 

Exchange permits must be presented to this Bank from 12.30 to 
2 p.m. on Mondays to Fridays and from 9 to 10 a.m. on Saturdays.

Rates of Exchange for Imports: H.M. Embassy at 
Buenos Aires reports that a new booklet has been published 
by the Argentine Central Bank showing the selling rates of 
exchange applicable to all articles in the Argentine import 
tariff. There are three selling rates, namely, basic at 
17:03 pesos to the £, preferential at 15-03 pesos, and 
auction (luxuries) at 19-88 pesos. These rates are un- 
changed. The selling rate of 18:33 pesos for certain 
machinery not otherwise specified and that of 19-53 pesos 
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for motor-cars, lorries, etc., have been discontinued. The 
basic rate is now applicable to imports of motor-cars.

Storage of Goods in Customs Warehouses : H.M. Embassy 
at Buenos Aires reports that a decree was published on 
January 30 reducing the period during which imports into 
Argentina are permitted to remain in Customs Warehouses 
to a maximum period of six months, counting from the date 
of arrival of the carrying vessel. 

The decree also provides that when goods have been 
lying in the Warehouses for three months, special permission 
must be obtained if it is desired to leave them there for the 
remaining three months.

NATIONALIZATION THREAT 





SIR ROBERT BURROWS’S STATEMENT 





The twenty-fourth annual general meeting of the London Midland 
and Scottish Railway Company was held on Friday at Euston 
Station, London, N.W., Sir Rospert Burrows, the chairman, 
presiding. 

The chairman, in the course of his speech, said : 

A year ago we described very fully the steps we had taken to 
place our track and equipment in an extraordinary degree of efficiency 
at the outbreak of the war. The Nation, not the Stockholders, 
gained by this. Your reward is mere abuse from the Chancellor 
who should know that the worn condition of much of your property 
is due to its intensive use by the Government for direct or indirect 
war purposes since September, 1939. Even a public enquiry where 
the statements of the Chancellor and other Government spokesmen 
could be examined and cross examined in a judicial manner has been 
denied us. 

The increase in the Net Revenue from sources outside the Control 
Agreement includes £196,000 from a special dividend distribution 
in 1946 by the Birmingham & Midland Omnibus Company on the 
winding up of two of their Subsidiary Companies. 

The Transport Bill now before Parliament has the effect of ‘‘ freez- 
ing” for the time being for the purpose of dividends for the 
year 1946 any Net Revenue other than £15,923,000, thus 
excluding the Net Revenues of the Company held in reserves or 
carried forward from 1945 or even adjustments in respect of previous 

ears. 
; In these circumstances your Board have declared a dividend of 
2? per cent. for the year 1946 on the Ordinary Stock which with 
interest on Debenture Stocks and the dividends on the Guaranteed 
and Preference Stocks will absorb £15,531,000, the balance of 
£392,000 being carried forward to 1947. In recommending this 
course your Board have in mind various uncertainties of the Bill 
affecting the distribution for the years 1946 and 1947, and the 
dividend proposed is in effect an interim payment for the two years 
1946 and 1947, regarded as one. 

Under the present terms of the Bill, while interest on Debenture 
Stocks can be paid for 1947 no dividends on other stocks can be paid 
after the Bill receives the Royal Assent until the final settlement 
is made. 


BALANCE SHEET. 

As you are aware, in good and bad years, we have consistently 
made annual charges to revenue for the replacement of our wasting 
assets, such as the track, rolling stock and steamboats, the amount 
for 1946 being £103 millions, These amounts have been calculated 
each year on the current cost of replacing the assets and were natur- 
ally appreciably greater than if calculated on the original cost. Each 
year these charges were submitted in great detail to the Minister of 
Transport who forwarded them with his comments for consideration 
in open Court by the Railway Rates Tribunal. 

Our prudence in this respect has not only reduced your dividends, 
but has had its reaction on the Stock Exchange quotation for your 
stocks, which the Government have chosen to take as a true valuation 
of your property and as the price at which you would be prepared to 
sell. That, of course, is one of the matters which we would bring to 
the attention of an independent arbitrator if one were appointed to 
decide the value of your property instead of the unfair basis dictated 
by the Government. 

The present value of your physical assets alone greatly exceeds 
the purchase price proposed in the Bill. In addition to the renewal 
funds, which now total £43 millions, the accumulated war-time 
arrears of repairs which are held in the Government Trust Fund 
represent £7 millions and a further large amount has yet to be settled 
for abnormal wear and tear during the war. These amounts plus 
the other reserves totalling over £5 millions are being confiscated by 
the Government. 


NATIONALIZATION, 

When we met last year the Government had announced its intention 
of nationalizing the railways, but had not indicated in any way the 
details of their plan in regard to the compensation they proposed to 
offer to the Stockholders. I cannot do better than quote what 
Lord Royden said at our last Annual General Meeting :— 

“The decision to nationalize the railways as in the case of the 
Air Services is political and not based on any suggested lack of 
efficiency or economy in the conduct of the undertaking . . . and that 
while we are in the hands of Parliament on such matters your Board 
would vigorously resist any proposal which in its opinion is detrimental 
to your interests.” 

This we have done and will continue to do. 

It is difficult to speak temperately about the financial proposals 
for compensation contained in the Transport Bill. It is almost 
universally recognized, except in Government circles, that the 
compensation is pitifully inadequate. It is not unreasonable to ask 
that the price to be paid for railway stocks should be determined not 
arbitrarily by the buyer but by an independent Tribunal. 

Compared with the standard revenue, or even with the revenue 
enjoyed under control, the compensation proposed by the Bill 
stands condemned. 


The price the Stock Exchange placed upon the railway stocks for 
purposes of comparatively few sales was governed by many factors, 
the chief probably being the uncertainty of the Government inten- 
tions and the aftermath of the war. Furthermore, the price of the 
railway stock only applies to a very small proportion in the hands 
of the public. Had any person desired to acquire the Railway 
Companies by buying the stock in the market, the price would have 
risen rapidly. 

The council of the Stock Exchange found it necessary to take 
the unprecedented step of making representations to H.M. Govern- 
ment on this matter and they have set out in a reasoned statement 
why the proposed basis of compensation was not equitable. 

I should like to quote two extracts from these representations :— 

““. . . They desire to state authoritatively that Stock Exchange 
quotations are not related directly to the value of a Company’s 
assets, or to the amount of its profits, and consequently these 
quotations, no matter what dates may be chosen for reference, 
cannot form a fair and equitable, or a rational basis for compensa- 
tion.” 

“*. . . It is the considered opinion of the Council that the only 
fair and equitable method of arriving at a proper basis for com- 
pensation is, failing agreement between the parties, by arbitration...” 

I am afraid that the policy pursued in the past by the Railway 
Boards which I have mentioned of devoting a large part of the 
revenues of the respective companies to the maintenance and 
improvement of the track and rolling stock, prudent and proper as it 
was at the time, has contributed something to the low quotations of 
the preference and ordinary stock on the Stock Exchange. Had the 
Railway Companies, as they are now alleged to have done, put 
dividends first and allowed the track and equipment to remain 
merely in safe condition, larger dividends would have been paid, 
but the railways could not have handled the war-time traffic. The 
Stock Exchange quotation, further, takes no account of the very many 
valuable non-revenue-producing assets of the Companies. 

It is a curious thing that one of the first actions of this Parliament 
was to increase considerably the remuneration of the Members of the 
House of Commons. The Government has now, however, turned on 
the Stockholder who has made provision for himself, and proposes 
to halve his income. 

Railway and Canal Companies from their inception have been 
statutory companies and subject to one form and another of rigid 
public ‘control: The State’s right to nationalize the railways was 
embodied in the Railway Regulation Act of 1844, which is still the 
law. 

This Act provides for the purchase of any railway authorized 
after 1844 at 25 years’ purchase of the profits of the three preceding 
years, and if the average of those profits is less than 10 per cent. of 
the capital, the Railway Company has the right to require an arbitra- 
tion on the additional amount, if any, to be paid for the value of its 
prospects. 

I should like to turn for a few moments to an examination of the 
other provisions of the Bill. Although the words ‘co-ordination ” 
and ‘‘ integration” are freely used in the debates on the Bill, the 
Bill itself gives no indication how such integration is to be achieved. 
In fact, its main purpose seems to be to create a vast monopoly 
without any promise of efficiency and without any check by Parlia- 
ment, or by any independent Tribunal,'leaving the Minister to impose 
any restrictions he may choose upon the unfortunate user of transport. 

The Government has introduced a Bill to amend the Companies’ 
Act and seeks to protect the public and the shareholders by imposing 
further restrictions on those who direct public companies. Yet at 
the same time it introduces the Transport Bill under which every 
safeguard hitherto imposed upon the Railways in the interests of the 
users of transport is swept aside. 

A vast system of patronage is placed in the hands of the Ministry 
of Transport. The Minister alone appoints the five Commissioners 
and the forty odd members of the subsidiary Boards. He alone can 
fix their remuneration, their periods of office and the terms of their 
pensions. 

Furthermore, there is no provision for the form in which the 
accounts should be presented. I need hardly remind you that the 
Railway Companies have yearly to justify their efficiency before the 
Railway Rates Tribunal. No such provision is inserted in the Bill. 
Efficiency and economy are to be left to chance and if the Minister 
so chooses, his report to Parliament may be in a very abbreviated 
form. 

All checks and controls are swept away. Severe restrictions on the 
right of the trader to carry his own goods in his own vehicle are 
imposed. A rigid Government monopoly is established which 
provides no benefit to the Nation or the users of transport. 

Your Board, with your support, will continue to fight the Bill, its 
financial provisions and its general purpose, which I feel carries with 
it a grave threat to the industrial future of the country, leaving the 
Stockholder despoiled, the public unprotected and bureaucracy 
triumphant.

BRITISH TYRE AND RUBBER 





INCREASED PROFIT AND DIVIDEND 





The TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL GENERAL MezeEtinG of the British 
Tyre and Rubber Company, Ltd., was held on February 14 in 
London. Sir WALRonD Srncxarr, K.B.E. (chairman of the company) 
in the course of his speech, said: We are able to place in your 
hands this year a consolidated statement of assets and liabilities and 
also the consolidated profit and loss account. It is regretted that 
it was impracticable to provide comparative figures in these consoli- 
dated accounts on this the first publication, owing to certain of 
the subsidiary companies’ accounts for the previous year not covering 
a full year’s trading. 


If you will now turn to the profit and loss account of the British 
Tyre and Rubber Company you will observe that the main item 
on the credit side, manufacturing and trading profit, after providing 
profits tax—which was previously called National Defence Con- 
tribution—and excess profits tax and including the net dividends 
received from subsidiary companies, shows the substantial figure of 
£384,088, an increase of £98,388 over the previous year. I am sure 
you will agree that this is a very satisfactory result in a year that 
has been far from normal and in which trading conditions have 
been most difficult. 


While the subsidiary companies have contributed their share 
towards the total, the substantial increase arises as a result of the 
company’s own operations and corresponds with a greatly increased 
turnover. Sundry revenue at £9,256 is only fractionally lower 
than the previous year and brings the total of gross profit up to 
£393,344. 


The charges against this figure are clearly set out on the other 
side of the account. The profit, subject to income-tax, at £313,129 
compares with £218,131 a year ago. 


Despite the unstable economic conditions at present prevailing, 
your Board feel that it is only equitable that the shareholders 
should participate in the increased profits now available, more 
particularly having regard to the financial strength of the company 
and as shown in the consolidated accounts of the group. They 
accordingly recommend a final dividend of 10 per cent., making a 
total of 15 per cent. for the year, an increase of 3 per cent. over the 
previous year, the highest distribution ever paid by the company. 


While the Board is gratified to be able to place before you such 
satisfactory results from the year’s operations, I should be failing 
in my duty if I minimised the difficulties that appear to lie ahead of 
us. Very few of the war disabilities have been removed ; we are 
constantly faced with new anxieties and problems. It is true that 
since the close of the year rubber as a raw material, has been freed 
from control, but I must remind you that rubber is only one of the 
primary raw materials upon which our industry depends. All the 
bulk products of the rubber industry incorporate cotton fabrics in 
their manufacture, and this commodity has been and remains 
rigidly controlled and in very short supply. No industry is more 
dependent on regular and satisfactory supplies of coal. 


The labour situation likewise remains difficult. The difficulties 
of raw materials and labour to which I have previously referred, 
should, of course, correct themselves with time. Much more perturb- 
ing is the post-war development of shorter hours and higher wages, 
without any guaranteed compensating factor of increased output. 


The company is taking its part in the drive to increase the export 
trade of the country. 


While I cannot predict the future which lies ahead for British 
industry as a whole and our company in particular, I can say quite 
definitely that with such an efficient and loyal staff and workpeople, 
coupled with a substantial volume of orders on hand and ample 
liquid resources, your Board have confidence in the company’s 
ability to maintain satisfactory results, providing we are allowed 
adequate supplies of essential raw materials and reasonable freedom 
of action.

The 
Law covers practically every field of economic activity, 
except the retail trade and agriculture, and provides that 
all private economic enterprises of general State or Repub- 
lican importance are nationalized and pass into State owner- 


ship.
